AUDITORS REPORT 


In accord with Sub-Chapter 5, Chapter 51, Title 24, Vermont Statutes 
Annotated, we have examined the Record and Accounts of the Town and 
Town School District as shown in Auditors Exhibits 1 through Exhibit 8. 


We have verified the existence of stated cash balances and examined 
the Securities in the hands of the Treasurer. 


To the best of our knowledge, Exhibit 1 through 8 fairly represent the 
Financial Transactions of the Town for the Fiscal Year ending December 
31, 1979 and Town School District for the Fiscal Year ending June 30, 1979. 


We have received certification from the Proctor Trust Company cover- 
ing their custody of the securities in the Bowen Walker Fund and the Dan 
D. Burditt Trust Fund. 


We have received certification from the First Vermont Bank and Trust 
Co. covering the securities in the Booth Memorial School Fund. 


The situation with respect to Town Records and a new Town Office 
Building is two years worse than it was in March, 1978. 


The Delinquent Taxes shown as of December 31, 1979 are almost the 
maximum amount delinquent during the tax collection year. Delinquent 
_ taxes are generally reduced to a minimum by October 31st of each calen- 
dar year. As of October 31, 1979, we were $8,775.02 delinquent, of which 
$6,546.76 was due from the VERMONT WILDLIFE CORP., leaving a net 
delinquency of $2,228.26, which is a nominal sum in consideration of the 
amount billed $885,966.28, or approximately 2/10ths of 1% of taxes billed. 


The Auditors comments with reference to the Town School District ap- 
pear ahead of the School District Report on Page 98. 


The Town Report has grown in size considerably over the past several 
years. It has been the practice to include reports from all groups and 
_ agencies which receive grants from the town. Of course, some reports 
are required by statute and must be included. Your Auditors, however, 
solicit the views of the citizens covering any matter not required by 
statute which you may wish deleted from the report.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 1979 


SANITARY LANDFILL: 


All vehicles entering the Landfill must have a permit. The permits can 
be obtained at the Town Clerk’s Office at no charge. All trucks carrying 
trash to the Landfill must have all trash covered. It has been brought to 
our attention that trash is being left outside the gate when the Landfill is 
closed. Action will be taken if the person or persons doing so are caught. 
The sanitary landfill located here in Pittsford has never been approved 
by the State of Vermont. We have been advised by Mr. Valentinetti of the 
State of Vermont Agency of Environmental Conservation that the 
deadline for certification approval is January 1, 1980. They have extend- 
ed the deadline until Town Meeting in order for the Town to join the 
Rutland Solid Waste Project. At this time we have no alternative but to 
join this project or be fined for every day the landfill is opened after 
January 1, 1980. Our cost for the year 1980 to join this Solid Waste Project 
is $2,882.00 and is included as an item in the Sanitary Landfill budget. 
The covering material that we have used in the past, at no cost to the 
town, is no longer available and we must buy this now from other sources. 
This will make the cost of maintenance of the area increiase for the dura- 
tion of the present landfill. It may be necessary to close one day that the 
area is opened now. The Budget increase reflects the above factors. The 
following letter was received from the State of Vermont Environmental 
Agency. If the Town of Pittsford does not vote to join Rutland District 
Solid Waste Program the Sanitary Landfill in Pittsford will be closed the 
day after Town Meeting. We strongly urge you to read this letter and sup- 
port our recommendations, as noted in Article 17 and will be voted b 
Australian ballot on Town Meeting day.

Gentlemen: 


During the past year, the Agency of Environmental Conservation has 
evaluated more than 80 solid waste disposal facilities located throughout 
the State of Vermont for compliance with the Solid Waste Management — 
Regulations and Guidelines, which became effective in August, 1978. 
With the exception of only a few sites, this office has experienced a great 
deal of cooperation from the owners and operators of these facilities. The 
Agency is pleased to report that within a short time almost all facilities 
will be properly closed, be on a schedule of discontinuance or be fully cer- 
tified to operate. Rutland County is the single exception in the State. 


Progress in the certification process in Rutland County has been 
delayed to a considerable extent by efforts to secure a region-wide solu- 
tion to the problems of solid waste disposal shared by many communities 
in this area. The Agency has strongly supported the activities of the 
Rutland County Joint Municipal Survey Committee in the interest of fin- 
ding a region-wide solution. State and Federal funds already have been 
utilized to study the problem in Rutland County, and the Regional Plann- 
ing Commission has been awarded a site selection grant. However, the 
feasibility of this approach depends to a large extent upon the support and 
participation of communities located in Rutland County. 
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As you are aware, the deadline for certification of sanitary landfills 
was January 1, 1980. At that time, the interim certification extended to 
all facilities under Section 6-701 of the Solid Waste Management Regula- 
tions expired. Operation of a landfill without certification after January 
1, 1980, constitutes a violation of Section 6605 of the Solid Waste Manage- 
ment Act. Such a violation is punishable by a fine of not more than $5,000 
or imprisionment for not more than six month, or both (10 V.S.A. Section 
6612). Each day that such a violation continues constitutes a new and 
separate offense to which this penalty may be applied. 


It is the Agency’s opinion that strict adherance to the January 
regulatory deadline would be counter productive to the formation of a 
Rutland Solid Waste District. Since many communities will not finally 
decide whether to join in the regional approach or pursue some other 
course of action until Town Meeting Day in March, the Agency will 
postpone enforcement action in Rutland County until that date. However, 
all towns are hereby advised that a decision ,one way or the other, is ab- 
solutely essential by this date. Towns choosing to participate in the 
regional approach will be granted the time necessary to find a solution 
acceptable to the Agency through a formal schedule of abatement 
negotiated with the newly formed Rutland Solid Waste District. Those 
not interested in the Regional District approach will have to negotiate 
separate schedules of abatement for closure or upgrading existing sites 
to full compliance with SWMR by April 1, 1980. 


Numerous inspections of the Pittsford disposal site have been con- 
ducted by personnel from this Agency with the most recent inspection be- 
ing in December of 1979. These inspections have shown that this site does 
' not meet the criteria for certification as an environmentally suitable 
location for a sanitary landfill. The Pittsford site is located in a 
freshwater wetland area and refuse has been disposed of in the ground 
and surface waters of the State. 


During the interim period mentioned above the Agency will not pursue 
the strict requirements to make this site environmentally suitable, 
however, the site must be operated in accordance with Section 6-405 of the 
Solid Waste Management Beeulaions This includes the following re- 
quirements: 


1) Refuse shall be spread in shallow layers and compacted daily. 


2) Compacted layers of refuse shall be covered with at least six inches 
(6’’) of uniformly compacted cover material at the end of each working 
day. All areas of exposed refuse shall be covered. 


3) No open burning shall be permitted at the disposal site. 


4) The operations of the disposal site shall not extend any further 
horizontally into the wetland area beyond the refuse limits as of January 
1, 1980. Future development of the site shall take place vertically and 
work toward establishing an acceptable ultimate contour to the site. 


5) Access to the site shall be limited by means of a gate to those days 
when the disposal site is regularly scheduled to be open. On those days the 
site is open, an attendant shall be on duty. 
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The Town of Pittsford should take whatever steps necessary to ensure 
that these operational requirements are instituted immediately. Future 
inspections of your site will be made to monitor compliance with these re- 
quirements. If you have any questions concerning the specific re- 
quirements for your site, please feel free to contact this office.

HIGHWAY: 


We are not contemplating any major highway construction projects 
this year. The State has approved our application for funds for repair of a 
bridge located on the Corn Hill Road. The cost to the Town will be approx- 
imately $5,000.00. The Gorham Bridge and the Cooley Bridge have been 
completely repaired. The cost of the Gorham Bridge was $49,000.00 and 
the Town share will be $4,700.00 which is included in the Highway 
budget this year. We will continue with routine highway maintenance of 
brush cutting, repairing guard rails, replacement of signs, ditching and 
some paving. We were fortunate to have two CETA workers this past 
year which helped with the brush cutting program. 


FLORENCE WATER PROJECT: 


The Engineering firm of Donnelly, Conklin, Phipps and Buzzell have 
completed their study and test well work in Florence. This was paid for 
by a grant from the Water Resources Board of the State of Vermont. A 
public hearing will be held on the outcome of the study in the near future. 
The loan from the General Fund to this account will be reimbursed to the 
General Fund when this whole project is completed. 


PITTSFORD WATER SYSTEM: 


The Selectmen purchased approx. 26 acres of land from Roger Rowe in 
Chittenden which contains a spring which supplies water to the system. 
Mr. Rowe has sold his farm and in order to protect this spring we felt it 
was necessary to purchase the land as we were advised that the Rowe 
farm is going to be developed. The survey of the whole system plus the 
Engineering design for the new proposed improvements have been com- 
pleted. The special bond vote for the local share of the improvements was 
approved by the voters. A project cost summary is presented below: 


Farmers Home Grant $500,000.00 
Vermont State Grant $350,000.00 
Local Users Share $330,000.00 

$1,180,000.00 


The local user share will add about $43.00 to your present water bill per 
year. We are fortunate that we are eligible for these grants as it would 
not be financially possible using local funds alone. 


GENERAL FUND: 


The Board still feel that there is a need for a re-appraisal in the Town. 
We feel we are losing Federal monies and State Aid monies due to the 
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Grand List of our Town. The last re-appraisal was twelve years ago. We 
agree with many tax payers that there are inconsistencies within the ex- 
isting listed values in the Grand List. Starting with the April 1, 1978 
Grand List all property must be listed at 100%. We URGE your support 
for a complete re-appraisal. 


DENISON HOUSE: 


The Board of Selectmen who were present at the informational meeting 
to discuss buying the Denison house, made a commitment to those pre- 
sent that the voters would be given a chance to vote on what to do with this 
property. At the time of purchase the Board felt that the best solution to 
the over-crowding of the present town clerk’s office would be the pur- 
chase of the Denison house for the land to build onto the present building. 
The Selectmen promised those present at the Informational meeting to 
hire an architect to look over the possibility of rebuilding the Denison 
house for the Town Offices, rebuilding on the present building or building 
an entirely new building. We contacted Dave Crawford, an architect, 
from Rutland, to do a do a thorough study of the three possibilities. He 
came up with the following three costs: 


Addition & Alterations to present Town Office Building $210,350. 
New Town Office Building on Arch Street $228,240. 
Additions & Alterations to the Denison House $339,240. 


The Board has eliminated the Denison house due to the expense to 
reconstruct plus the regulations of State and Federal safety re- 
quirements. Therefore you will find an article on a ballot asking for per- 
- mission to sell the Denison house with a provision that if the article asking 

to add onto the present building is the one approved that enough land be 
retained to do so. We urge you to note the increase in the General budget 
if the property is retained by the town. There is an increase due to cost of 
utilities and insurances.

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FIRE PROTECTION 


A total of 82 alarms were answered during 1979, a decrease of about 
10%. Following is the breakdown on these calls:

At last year’s town meeting, the Fire Department was told to increase 
money budgeted for firemens’ expenses and accident insurance for the 
men. We have done this in our 1980 budget. We also are asking for a 
small increase for operators’ salaries, vehicle fuel, heating oil, phones, 
and insurance for 1980. 


During 1979 the final payment was made on the 1971 pumper. The new 
1978 pumper’s final payment will be made in January 1980, with the use of 
revenue sharing money. 


This next year, with our major equipment paid for, we should start an | 
equipment replacement fund by putting about 10% of the estimated cost 
of anew pumper away each year and accumulating interest on it. In this 
way when it becomes necessary to replace a major piece of equipment 
money would be available for this purpose without the need of bonding the 
town. 


The Nickwackett Hose Co. during 1979 paid to have the fire station in- 
sulated and to have storm windows installed at a cost of $1,150.00. These 
costs were paid for from fund raising projects during 1979, and at no cost 
to the taxpayers. The company also has paid for part of the cost to have | 
electric door controls added to the station. These three items were done 
to help reduce the cost of heating the building.

This is the sixth year I have served as Fuel Coordinator of the Town of 
Pittsford. This position, existing under the authority of the State’s 
Department of Public Safety (Civil Defense Division), was created in- 
itially in response to the ‘‘fuel crisis .’’"In this capacity, my responsibility 
is to act on behalf of persons with emergency fuel needs, who, because of 
financial difficulties, are unable to meet them. 


My services in this field have never been called upon with much fre- 
quency; this past year the frequency has been less than ever. This may 
be due to the fact that more provision has been made this year, both on 
the State and Federal levels, for helping the needy meet fuel (and other) 
emergencies: since more assistance is available from Social Welfare and 
Rutland Opportunity Council, my own services essentially an avenue of 
‘last resort’’ — have perhaps been needed less than previously.

All our 
services are county-wide and they include 24 Hour Crisis Service, In- 
dividual and Group Counseling, referral to the proper services for clients 
and community education. All services of A.I.R.C. are reached by calling 
775-4388. 


What We Have Done In Your Town 


In speaking of an A.I.R.C. counselor, a leading citizen of a north county 
town said: ‘‘.. .In my book she is tops - persistant as hell - follows up on all 
referrals. Makes appointments that are convenient to the husband or 
wife that have problems.’’ Within the past four years, A.I.R.C. has 
brought alcohol treatment service to 51 citizens of Pittsford. This 
represents 346 times people have been helped in your community. These 
services included counseling in the home, crisis calls, transport to 
emergency and other services for alcohol wounded people in Pittsford. 
This year we are calling upon you to help us to continue this service in 
iat community.

What We Are Going To Do

Calendar year 1979 again saw a slight decrease in the number of 
animals handled by the Humane Society, with a figure of 2,917. Are peo- 
ple being more responsible for their pets and having them neutered? We 
hope so. From Pittsford we received 253 animals, 164 surrendered by 
owners, 72 strays, 8 picked up by our agent and 1 brought in by the con- 
stable. Our agent also checked out complaints of cruelty and neglect in 
the Town, and took care of 8 wild animals for Town residents. 


Our operating expenses for 1979 were $33,376.83 making the average | | 
cost per animal just over $11. We received $200 from Pittsford plus tax | 
abatement on our property. The balance of our income is derived from | 
the City of Rutland, other Towns in the County, memberships, fund- | | 
raising activities and individual donations. | 


The Shelter is open to the public Monday thru Friday from 10-5 ,Satur- 
days from 9-1 and Sundays from 1-5. However, our attendant there, and 
our agent provide emergency service 24 hours a day. Groups and in- 
dividuals are welcome to visit the shelter during business hours. 


We are most grateful for the support and cooperation we have always 
received from the police, other officials, and citizens of Pittsford.

HOW MUCH DO YOU CARE FOR YOUR DOG? 


Vermont’s dog-deer problem was solidly addressed in the proposal to 
manage the deer herd made recently by Environmental Secretary Bren- 
dan Whittaker. He clearly stated, ‘“‘We will enforce the dog deer-running 
laws to the utmost.”’ 


The time is now. From December 1 through May 31 most Vermont law 
enforcement officers may shoot any dog chasing deer. Game wardens 
are included, and no person shall have cause against any officer exercis- 
ing this authority. Furthermore, if any dog has been allowed to run free 
unaccompanied by the owner or keeper and is subsequently caught runn- 
ing deer, the owner is liable to a 100 dollar fine and revocation of sporting 
licenses, whether or not the dog is shot. Whether the dog is licensed or not 
has no bearing on such action. Any licensed dogs shot will be reported to 
their owners. 


Any dog, regardless of size or breed, is a potential deer killer depending 
on conditions. Just harassing deer is sufficient under the law for the dog’s 
demise. A small, yappy dog in late winter can kill a poorly nourished 
deer without ever touching the deer. After a short run, the chase may be 
abandoned, yet the deer may die as a result of internal hemorrhaging 
caused from the added stress of the brief pursuit. 


If you love your dog, take care of him. Put the dog on a wire runorina 
fenced yard when it is out if you cannot be with your canine companion.

In a community such as ours the public library should be the cultural 
center and in truth the Maclure Library is becoming just that. The 
library has encouraged groups to make use of the Library facilities for 
classes and meetings. This year the grade school children from Lothrop 
school with the cooperation of Mr. David Philipsen and their teachers 
have been coming for classes on the basic use of the library. This in- 
cludes the use of the card catalog, reference material and periodicals. By 
encouraging the children, we hope to lay the ground work for their future 
use as advanced students and adults.

Those who participated found the reading interesting and rewarding. 
Certificates were awarded at the end of both programs. 


Story Time, a program for pre-schoolers is held on Wednesday at 3:30 
p.m. in the children’s room, except during the months of January and 
February. Each year we try to have better films in our film program for 


children and to tie films to the joy of reading. 


The library was awarded a Services and Construction Act (LSCA) Title 
1 Grant from the Vermont Department of Libraries. With this grant 
money the Library was able to purchase a record cabinet, portable book 
_ shelf and drapes for the children’s room and a record cabinet for the adult 
records. 


In order to keep abreast of new ideas and of what other librarians are 
doing and in order to keep the Maclure Library on its toes in giving good 
library service to our community, the librarians have taken part in state 
and regional conferences during the year.

RUTLAND REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION 
REPORT FOR 1979 
(for Report of Pittsford) 


The Rutland Regional Planning Commission is a public planning and 
development agency, most of whose membership and direction comes 
from the local governments of Rutland County. During Fiscal Year 1980 
our membership is 24 local governments, including your community, plus 
five groups: the Killington-Pico Area Association, the Rutland Region 
Chamber of Commerce, the Rutland Industrial Development Corpora- 
tion, the Rutland Mental Health Service, and the Rutland County Health 
Council. Your Regional Commissioner, who sits on our governing board 
is Mr. Ronald Moran. : 


During the past year, RRPC has done the following things in an effort to 
make the Rutland Region a better place to live. 


The RRPC, in cooperation with the Rutland Region Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Rutland Industrial Development Corporation, has started 
a five-year economic development strategy for the region. The program 
is intended to establish strong links among the three major development 
organizations and with town development groups in the Rutland-region in 
order to expand the area’s existing development programs in a coor- 
dinated manner. Emphasis is placed on providing (1) more assistance to 
existing industries, (2) better management for current projects, and (3) 
expanded promotional efforts. 


The RRPC obtained a grant to study the feasibility of a ‘‘resource 
recovery facility’’ which would turn solid waste from participating towns 
into recycled materials and steam to be used by industry. A Joint 
Municipal Survey Committee has at the same time been studying the 
establishment of a ‘‘Rutland County Solid Waste District’’ which could 
run the facility. Formation of the District will be voted on in March. 


The Rutland Regional Profile was published in October 1979. It pro- 
vides data on the region’s economy, transportation, services, and com- 
munities to assist in local and regional economic development efforts. 


The RRPC continues to do planning for ‘‘the bus’’and other energy sav- 
ing forms of transportation. Although ‘‘the bus’”’ serves only four com- 
munities now, surveys were taken during 1979 to see whether a demand 
exists for services to other communities. A ridesharing program was 
| also conducted which matched people going the same way at about the 
| same time. 


: The RRPC is currently doing regional planning in the fields of in- 
) dustrial and commercial development, public investments, transporta- 
| tion, solid waste, and energy. 


The RRPC provides assistance, on request, to member communities 
| for such items as town plans, flood plain zoning ,management, capital im- 
provement programming, maps and aerial photos, grant applications, 
| solid waste, industrial & commercial development, and historic preser- 
vation. 
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During 1979 the RRPC sponsored or co-sponsored training sessions for 
local officials, on the following subjects: on-site sewage treatment (for 
Town Health Officers), property mapping (for Listers),1980 Census 
rey (for Listers), and municipal budgeting (for Selectmen - two ses- 
sions). 


The RRPC conducted Preliminary Energy Audits of public buildings 
in the Region to determine energy consumption patterns. The informa- 
tion is being used to rank buildings for funding under federal energy con- 
servation programs.

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TOWN AGENT‘S REPORT 


The following information from the Town Attorney’s office presents the 
current status of litigation in which the Town is involved: 


1. Jerome Tennien vs. the Town of Pittsford, Rutland Superior Court 
Docket No. S559-76Rc; this suit was brought by Jerome Tennien against 


the Town of Pittsford as the result of a disagreement about the interpreta- 


tion of a contract executed by Mr. Tennien and the Pittsford Aqueduct 
Company (now the Town of Pittsford). Mr. Tennien’s claim was that the 


water company agreed to supply an indeterminate amount of water to 


any properties which he owned in Pittsford until August 8, 2011 in return — 


for spring rights granted to the Aqueduct Company. Judgment was 


rendered for Mr. Tennien in Rutland Superior Court and the Town appeal- 
ed the matter to the Vermont Supreme Court. The Vermont Supreme 


Court overruled the lower Court’s decision and remanded the matter for 
full hearing in the Rutland Superior Court. After a full hearing, judgment 
was rendered in the Town of Pittsford’s favor on November 29, 1979 and 
was not appealed by the plaintiff. The final order requires the plaintiff to 


pay all charges levied by the Town of Pittsford for water used at the _ 


plaintiff’s homeplace, Furnace Road property and village property in- 
cluding delinquencies and ordered the Town to supply the Haskins 


Meadow property and the camp therein with up to 1,400 gallons of water — 


per day.

The Administrative Officer acts for both the Town and the Village. 

The Vermont Statutes define ““LAND DEVELOPMENT?” as follows: 
‘Land Development means the division of a parcel into two or more 
parcels, the construction, reconstruction or enlargement of any building 
or other structure, or of any mining, excavation or land fill, or the exten- 
sive of use of land.”’ 

ANY LAND DEVELOPMENT, with certain exceptions, REQUIRES A 
PERMIT FROM THE ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICER. 

THE PERMIT FORMS CONTAIN DETAILED INSTRUCTIONS CON- 
CERNING THE CONDITIONS GOVERNING THE PERMIT. FAILURE 
TO COMPLY WITH THE INSTRUCTIONS RENDERS THE PERMIT 
NULL AND VOID. THEREFORE EVERY APPLICANT SHOULD — 
READ CAREFULLY ALL THE INSTRUCTIONS. 

The initial approval of the Administrative Officer merely indicates that 
the application complies with the requirements of the regulations and 
authorizes only the layout. Further development cannot legally be in- 
itiated until AFTER the layout inspection and approval of the Ad- 
ministrative Officer. Occupancy of a structure is illegal until after the 
compliance inspection and approval of the Administrative Officer. 

In any case coming within the scope of the definition of ‘““LAND | 
DEVELOPMENT” consult the Administrative Office. 

Copies of both Town and Village Regulations are on loan from the Town | 
Clerk. A deposit is required. Copies are also on sale.

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AUDITORS COMMENTS 
TOWN SCHOOL DISTRICT 


A change has been made by the Supervisory Union in auditing pro- 
cedures. Under the modified accrual system now in effect, receipts are 
recorded as accrued and disbursements are charged to the year in which 
they are obligated, whether occurring or paid in the previous or next 
year. Previous audits, on a cash basis, didn’t always reflect a true pic- 
ture of the school finances since receipts or disbursements have been held 
over or prepaid. 


A.M. Peisch is the new auditor. The town auditors have been pleased 
with the responsive performance of the professional auditors. They have 
been quick to answer our questions and have checked quickly when we 
have brought possible inaccuracies or omissions to their attention. 


There is a new business manager and added business personnel in the 
Supervisory Union. It takes time to become familiar with a cash flow of 
this size split among several different schools, particularly during a 
change from a cash to a modified accrual system. As they become more ~ 
familiar with the cash flow and its problems, we expect the office will at- 
tain a more efficient and timely control of financial matters. 


The school board projects a small surplus in the operations of the year 
ending June 30, 1980, which will more than recover the deficit of the 
previous year ending June 30, 1979. The budget for fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1981, projects a balanced budget with neither a surplus nor a 
deficit. 


A study of the school financial reports is complicated by the fact that 
three different fiscal years are involved. The audit covers the school year 
July 1, 1978 - June 30, 1979; the school is presently operating on the budget — 
for the fiscal year July 1, 1979 - June 30, 1980; the school is submitting the 
budget for the fiscal year July 1, 1980 - June 30, 1981. The school board has 
explained some of the fiscal problems involving unexpected costs, par- 
ticularly energy costs, in meeting this fiscal year’s budget. 


The auditors feel that the Otter Valley Assessment should be included © 
in the Pittsford School Directors’ Budget. This has not been shown in re- 
cent years causing considerable confusion for many voters. 


The budget for the present fiscal year ending June 30, 1980 differs from | 
that in the 1978 Town Report. At that time, we had been notified that state _ 
aid would be cut considerably. This cut was appealed and much of the cut | 


was restored. The budget adopted at the school district meeting was bas- — 
ed on the original state aid figure. | 


The professional auditors have sent a management letter to the Super- — 
visory Union pointing out a number of weaknesses in the present accoun- 
ting system with suggestions for their improvements. The local auditors 
feel that some of the suggestions do not apply to our local school district. 
We agree with many of the suggestions and we will participate in the 
study of the report and the implementation of acceptable suggestions. — 
We feel strongly that none of these weaknesses have their source in the _ 
Town of Pittsford’s School District Treasurer’s Office. This letter of | 


twelve pages is available in the Town Clerk’s Office and may be read by | 
anyone interested. |

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TOWN SCHOOL DIRECTORS’ REPORT 


The major challenge confronting your School Board is its ability to pro- 
vide quality education within the framework of rapidly escalating energy 
costs. We project that we will end this year with a deficit of $18,725.00 due 
to gasoline and heating oil costs that were higher than budgeted in the fall 
of 1979. Fortunately, our State Aid was in excess of what we had 
estimated. The result is that we should finish the 1979-80 school year with 
approximately a $16,000.00 surplus. 


The budget we are presenting represents a 22.4% increase over the 
1979-80 budget. The Board is not at all pleased with the percentage in- 
crease but has concluded that further cuts will only compromise the 
educational goals of the community. 


The geo-political events of the past year in the Middle East have push- 
ed energy costs to levels we could not have anticipated. Gasoline for our 
school buses was budgeted at $5,500.00 last year, the figure in the propos- 
ed budget is $17,288.00. This figure is based upon a fuel cost of $1.50 per 
Coins total mileage run by the buses reduced from 45,900 miles to 38, 
900 miles. 


Heating costs have escalated to where we have budgeted $30,000.00, an 
increase of $15,600.00 over the budget presented a year ago. The budgeted 
figure takes into consideration proposed expenditures for insulation, 
storm windows and an additional fuel tank. The fuel tank will enable the 
school to accept trailer load quantities of oil for an estimated savings of 15 
cents per gallon. We estimate that the capital outlays on conservation 
will result in a 15% fuel savings which has been reflected in the aforemen- 
tioned figures. 


Salaries represent the other major area of increased expenditures. 
While the outcome of negotiations with the teachers is impossible to 
predict, we are budgeting for an overall 10% increase. 


We should point out that a number of areas have been cut. We have 
eliminated one teaching aide, a number of desired learning resource 
materials and have reluctantly deferred some areas of plant 
maintenance. As reported last year, the Board recruited an aide to assist 
in the education of a large and divergent second grade. The subject class 
is about 16% smaller than it was a year ago and is more mature. We feel 
that the regular staff can adequately provide for this group of children 
next year. The increase in teaching supplies has done little more than 
keep pace with inflation. We have kept this portion of the budget as trim 
as possible but are concerned that we are not doing enough for the gifted 
and talented or for the child that needs extra help and a different set of 
learning materials than those supplied as a part of the regular program. 
Our buildings are well maintained, but we have deferred several non- 
emergency repairs that must be addressed within the next few years. 


Last fall we purchased a new bus and are currently indebted $14,200.00. 
We propose paying $7,000.00 against this debt. We also recommend, as we 
did last year, to set aside $4,000.00 for bus replacement. Placing $4,000.00 
a year into a sinking fund will give us at least a ‘‘start’’ on a new bus when 
replacement becomes necessary. Your Board prefers this approach to 
that of deficit spending. With a new bus now costing $22,000.00, we do not 
feel that $4,000.00 a year budgeted for a new bus is extravagant. We 
estimate that a bus has a useful life of seven years. 
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We have proposed an outlay of $6,400.00 for insulation and storm win- 
dows. Storm windows would be installed on the lower level of the main 
school. The insulation added to the attic of both the school and the town 
hall would give us a total of twelve inches. An additional six inches in the 
kindergarten would give us a total of teninches. The savings of these im- 
provements (approximately 15%) have already been anticipated in the 
heating bills for 1980-81. 


At the present time there are two publicly owned machines in Pittsford 
capable of mowing lawns. We do not feel that the purchase of a new 
mower for Lothrop would be in the best interest of the taxpayers. At this 
writing, we have requested that the Recreation Committee, the Village, 
and the school combine their efforts to provide lawn service where re- 
quired at a fair and unduplicated cost to the community. Both the recrea- 
tion Committee and the Village have reacted favorably. The Board has 
consequently not budgeted for a new mower in the coming year. 


Once again, we are forced into playing pawn to the State Legislature. 
At this time we do not know if state education will be funded by a new for- — 
mula or at what level it will be funded if we stay with the Miller Formula. 
We had projected $102,038.00 state aid for 1980-81. As of J anuary 18, we 
were advised by the Department of Education that we should only count 
on $82,328.00. There is simply no way to anticipate what funds we will 
receive from the State. We know our share will be lower because our 
ADM (average daily membership) was lower in 1979-80 than it was in the 
previous year. 


Not only did Lothrop experience a lower ADM but both Otter Valley and © 
Barstow have fewer Pittsford students. As a result, Pittsford’s Barstow 
assessment is less than it was last year and its Otter Valley assessmentis | 
only 3% higher. 


The budget we have proposed is $94,065.00 higher than the budget pro- 
posed a year ago. Salaries, transportation and heat comprise 60% of the 
increase. The anticipated deficit arising from higher than anticipated _ 
energy costs represents 20%. Capital improvements on energy conserva- — 
Hc (insulation, storm windows and fuel tank) totals $9,400.00 or 10% of | 
the increase. 


In an attempt to relieve the school principal from what appeared to be 
an endless task of keeping school buses operating and buildings in good 
repair, the Lothrop Board and the Barstow Board created the position of — 
Supervisor of Transportation, Buildings and Grounds. In August of 1979 © 
Barstow and Pittsford jointly hired Mr. Ear] Thomsen to fill this position. 


With the addition of Mr. Thomsen to the staff, we expect that our buses — 
will receive better maintenance and consequently more years of service. | 
We trust that better preventative maintenance to the buildings will result | 
in fewer major repair bills and more energy efficient buildings. Perhaps _ 
the most important benefit to be derived is that the Principal, the educa- 
tional leader of the school, will be able to devote 100% of his energies to — 
the development of his staff and the education of our children. | 


For several years we have expressed concern about the safety of | 
children who walk to school on either Route 7 or Arch Street. Until the re- _ 
cent fatalities near the school driveway, our request to the State Highway 
Department for better traffic control had been rejected as unnecessary.

We now have requested that the speed limit be reduced to 25 miles per 
hour within the Village proper and that there be strict enforcement of that 
/limit. The State Highway Safety Committee is now studying the problem 
of speed, the parameters of the school zone and the adequacy of the pre- 
sent traffic signs. Enforcement of the speed limit is being bolstered by 
both the State Police as well as by Pittsford law enforcement officers. We 
anticipate positive action on this matter in the near future. 


_ We are pleased to announce that Rod Drown has assumed leadership of 
'the committee created to study the uses of the Caverly property. The 
) committee represents varied interests within the community and should 
/present some interesting options on the use of Caverly’s buildings and 
‘real estate. Pending outcome of a committee report, the School Board 
‘has declined to budget any money for maintenance of the Caverly 
buildings. 


| We would like to thank the PTO for their very positive effort effort it 
‘has made this past year in the improvement of education at Lothrop. The 
PTO is perhaps best recognized for its fund raising efforts to provide ser- 
vices and physical improvements to the plant not otherwise budgeted by 
the School Board. Playground improvements, sponsorship of cultural af- 
fairs (Crossroads Arts Council) and the installation of an internal com- 
‘munications system are but a few of the noteworthy projects the PTO has 
sponsored. 


| The PTO has also presented some outstanding educational programs 
for parents on child behavior, drug abuse and First Aid. The programs 
have been well attended and very much appreciated by all concerned .We 
commend the PTO for its leadership and urge more involvement by the 
‘community. Greater participation will result not only in better 
understanding of our children and our educational system but will also 
help to hold down school budgets as parents and interested citizens take 
on a greater responsibility in the educational process. For example, we 
can foresee a community effort to improve the quantity and quality of 
books in the school library. We would hope that more people involve 
themselves in extra curricular activities such as field trips and athletics. 
With more community involvement we will end up with a better educa- 
ee (used in its broadest meaning) program without increasing the 
budget. 


In addition to our regularly scheduled meetings on the first and third 
' Tuesdays of each month in the school cafeteria, we continue to hold our 
home meetings throughout the community. The Board has been extreme- 
‘ly pleased with the response and interest in these meetings. We have 
learned a great deal from our direct contact with the taxpayers and feel 
that some constructive ideas and projects have been initiated as a result 
_ of input provided by the participants...

NOTE 1— SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

The accounting policies of Pittsford Town School Distict conform to 
generally accepted accounting principles as applicable to governmental 
units. The following is asummary of the significant policies. 

Basis of Accounting — The modified accrual basis is followed in repor- 
ting the revenues and expenditures of the General Fund. The Hot Lunch 
Program and the Caverly Property Account follow the cash basis method 
of reporting revenues and expenditures. 

General Fixed Assets — General fixed assets are recorded as expen- 
ditures in the acquiring fund at the time of purchase. The Pittsford Town 
School District has not maintained a record of general fixed asset acquisi- 
pars and retirements as required by generally accepted accounting prin- 
ciples.

Districts in the Supervisory Union is based on a percentage obtained 
through the ratio of the number of Pittsford teachers to the total number — 
of teachers in the Union. Pittsford’s share for the 1979-80 school year is — 


12.28%. The Supervisory Union attempts to provide a percentage of ser- | 
vice equal to that. 


Administrative (in the broad sense of the term) services are provided | 
through the Superintendent of Schools, the Superintendent’s Secretary, 
the Business Manager, two bookkeepers, the Business Manager’s 
Secretary, and supporting materials, supplies, and equipment. The | 
briefest method for enumerating services, without detailing the day-to- | 
day implementation, is to present the official job descriptions for the | 
Superintendent and Business Manager. |

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BUSINESS MANAGER 


DEFINITION: To administer the business affairs of the Rutland Nor- 
theast Supervisory Union in such a way as to provide the best possible 
educational services with the financial resources available. 

Areas of Responsibility. 

1. Accounting and Reporting 
Establish and monitor accounting procedures. Provide reports to guide 
the Administration and the School Boards. 

2. Budget 
Establish procedures for, and coordinate assembly of, budget proposals 
and monitor their progress through the Superintendent, the School 
Boards, and public presentation and approval. Upon adoption, provide 
accurate copies of the budgets and establish procedures to continually 
monitor the plan through budget control and reporting. 

3.Cashflow management . 

Analyze school district cash flow and inform School Boards of long and 
short term needs. 

4. Purchasing 
Establish and monitor purchasing procedures and bids, and coordinate 
major projects (generally over $1000 in value). 

5. Insurance 
Evaluate and recommend to the School Boards insurance coverage of all 
persons, real estate, and personal property. 

6. Personnel 
Manage the central office staff including recruitment, training and 
evaluation. Recommend changes in office procedures and staffing re- 
quirements. ) 

7. State and Federal reports 
Insure completion and timely submission of all reports required by State 
and Federal governmental units that are financial in nature. 

8. Inventory 
Insure than an inventory of capital investments and current supplies be 
maintained. 

9. The areas of responsibility are not limited to the above list but shall 
include those of a financial nature which are delegated by the Superinten- 
dent. 

Supervision. The Business Manager is directly responsible to the 
Superintendent of Schools and through him to the several Boards of 
School Directors. 


Pittsford receives other services made possible through funding from 
Local, State and Federal sources. These services are described below by 
our Pittsford Principal, Alf Rylander. 


Rutland Northeast Supervisory Union also provides: 


One Learning Resource Teacher, Mrs. J udy Hawley, who works with 24 
of our children for 30 minutes a day, 3 to 5 days a week. Children enrolled 
in this program receive supplemental help in the area of mathematics 
and reading skills. 


One elementary guidance counselor, Miss Sarah Paquin, who works 
with children in grades K-6. She consults with teachers of children who 
have problems in academic, social, or emotional areas, and also works 
directly with these children .She also frequently meets with parents to 


assist them in dealing with their children’s needs. Although our 
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counselor is scheduled for two days a week at Pittsford, she is available 
at other times -- either when her services are urgently required, or for the 
convenience of parents who request a conference. 


One speech-language pathologist, Miss Carol Johnson, is currently 
working with 14 children for 1 day a week. The number of children served 
by this program will fluctuate depending upon the needs of our students 
and the availability of our pathologist. 


Our nurse, Mrs. Lois Fjeld, is scheduled to spend 1 day a week at Pitt- 
sford, but is available at other times when needed. Besides maintaining 
up-to-date health records of all children in the school, she also screens 
children for vision and hearing impairments, contacts parents about 


health problems, and acts as a resource person for health education. 


The Early Childhood Program, a home-based program for pre-school 
children, serves those children who could benefit from structured learn- 
ing activities. These children are selected on the basis of an annual 
screening or by referrals from pediatricians, social workers, or concern- 
ed parents. The goal of the program is to provide every child with an 
equal opportunity for success upon entering school. 


All of the above specialists are under the supervision of Miss Linda 


. 


Carlson, Director of Special Services. Her major function is to coordinate 
the available services and she is primarily responsible for assembling the 
involved specialists, teacher and parents to develop Individualized 
Education Programs for children with special needs. Miss Carlson, and 
Rutland Northeast Supervisory Union, also administer the Pittsford Area 
Program for children with retarded mental development. However, Pitt- 
sford’s payment for its share of this program is a part of Pittsford’s 
budget (separate from the Rutland Northeast assessment) in the ‘‘Outgo- 
ing Transfer Account” category at the end of the budget. Pittsford is bill- 
ed: number of special education students times Pittsford’s average an- 
nual per pupil cost. 


The Mobile Library Program serves all children in grades 1-6, pro- 
viding books and learning resource materials from a district-wide pool of 
resources. The District Librarian and library aide visit Pittsford 1 day a 
week, and frequently an additional half day as the librarian’s schedule 
permits. In addition, the Mobile Library maintains a summer program 
in which the library van and librarian travel throughout the town on a 
Le) basis, making books available to children during the summer 
vacation. 


It would be virtually impossible, as an individual school district, to hire 
all of the above people with special talents for the day or two needed each 
week and/or obtain the available services. Only by joining with the 
member school districts of the Supervisory Union can we be assured of 
having the needed services.

Vermonter by adoption, Col. Mitchell was born and brought up in Brooklyn, N.Y. 


He was a member of the Class of 1920 at the United State Military Academy at West 
Point, serving with the cavalry until World War II. He was an instructor at Norwich 
University in Northfield, Vt., from 1932-1936, and was later at Fort Ethan Allen from 
1938-1940. Col. Mitchell served in the European Theater during World War II. Retur- 
ning to Vermont, Col. Mitchell was Senior Instructor of the Vermont National Guard at 
Fort Ethan Allen from 1946 to 1950. 


Colonel Mitchell first visited Arthur Willis in Pittsford in 1927. During a later visit in 
1934, Col. Mitchell visited and purchased his present residence. 


A strong believer in the duties of citizenship and of local government, Col. Mitchell 
has served many civic organizations and in many areas of town government with 
tireless energy. He was on the Boy Scout Committee from 1952 to 1972. He was a 
Director and Treasurer, later President of the Maclure Library. Col. Mitchell was on the 
Otter Valley Union High School Board from 1959-1967, and was Chairman of the 
Building Committee when the school was built. He was a Director of the Pittsford 
Aqueduct Company until its purchase by the town in 1960. 


Col. Mitchell was a Town Lister in 1952, and is now Town Agent (since 1976), 
Auditor (since 1959), and Chairman of the Board of Adjustment for Zoning (since 
1966). 


To show their appreciation to a man to whom the Town is enormously indebted, the 
VOTERS of Pittsford at town meeting in March, 1980, voted to dedicate this town 
report to Colonel James K. Mitchell, USA (Ret.). 


Thank you, Colonel Mitchell, and best wishes for many more happy birthdays.

AUDITORS REPORT 


In accord with Sub-Chapter 5, Chapter 51, Title 24, Vermont Statutes Annotated, 
we have examined the Record and Accounts of the Town and Town School District as 
shown in Auditors Exhibits 1 through Exhibit 7. 


We have verified the existence of stated cash balances and examined the Securities 
in the hands of the Treasurer. 


To the best of our knowledge, Exhibits 1 through 7 fairly represent the Financial 
Transactions of the Town for the Fiscal Year ending December 31, 1980 and Town 
School District for the Fiscal Year ending June 30, 1980. 


We have received certification from the Proctor Trust Company covering their 
custody of the securities in the Bowen Walker Fund and the Dan D. Burditt Trust 
Fund. 


We have received certification from the First Vermont Bank and Trust Co. covering 
the securities in the Booth Memorial School Fund. 


The situation with respect to Town Records and additional municipal office space 
should be a matter of concern to all citizens of Pittsford. The present Town Office 
Building was built in 1909. Undoubtedly, many felt it was far larger than needed at the 
time. It met the Town’s needs until recent years. The Auditors feel any additional office 
space should be planned to meet the needs of the Town and Town School District for 
an additional 50 years or more. At present, some of the Town Records and Town 
School District records which should be readily available, are stored downstairs and in 
the attic of the Town Office Building and in the attic of the AYRSHIRE BUILDING in 
Brandon. The current Volume of Land Records is stored on a stool in the vault, since 
shelves are completely filled. Other valuable records in cupboards and regular files 
should, in the opinion of Auditors, be stored in fireproof containers or vaults. 


The Delinquent Taxes shown as of December 31, 1980 are almost the maximum 
amount delinquent during the tax collection year. Delinquent taxes are generally 
reduced to a minimum by October 31st of each calendar year. As of October 31, 
1979, we were 914.14 delinquent, which is a nominal sum in consideration of the 
amount billed $991,358.00, or less than 1/10 of 1%. 


Additional comments with reference to the Town School District appears on page 13. 


The Town Clerk and Treasurer’s fund has been elminated. This fund was established 
to enable the Town Clerk and Treasurer to forward to the state, funds for which he was 
personally responsible, without requiring a selectmen’s order. These funds were 
primarily the sale of fish and game licenses. The Town Clerk and Treasurer no longer 
perform this function. Consequently a separate fund is no longer necessary.

AUDITORS’ COMMENTS 
Town School District 


This is the second year that the Town School District has operated on a modified ac- 
crual basis. A.M. Peisch has continued to audit the school accounts. 

Since the computer previously used is no longer available, all bookkeeping is done 
by hand at the Superintendent’s office. This seems to be quite satisfactory. We agree 
with the comments of the Peisch auditors about the limitations of the computer 
previously in their management letter. This management letter is available at the Town 
Office Building. We have omitted the final computer printout from this report since the 
figures were quite confusing and, in many cases, almost meaningless. 

The auditors have placed Otter Valley figures in their Exhibit of school funds. We 
feel that the school board should include them in theirs. 

The budget for the present school year (1980-81) differs slightly from that printed in 
last year’s town report. The totals are the same but there have been adjustments made 
within the budget by the school board. 

There are a number of programs operated by the Supervisory Union which are 
funded by Federal or State money. History has shown that funding for these programs 
is occasionally cancelled and taxpayers are requested to pick up the “tab”. The 
auditors have talked with the Superintendent and have asked him to provide more in- 
formation about these programs and their funding in next year’s report. There was in- 
sufficient time to do this for this report. 

The deficit of $34,499. as shown on the balance sheet (Exhibit A) of the Peisch audit 
has been reduced to $2,581. Besides payments of certain accounts payable made dur- 
ing the current year, bonds and loans were reduced as follows: a $5,000. bond was 
paid; the T.A. Notes shown in Note 3 were eliminated by a payment of $7,000.00 
with the bank financing the balance of $15,253. with a one year unsecured note. 
However, the bank only requires an annual payment of $3,050.60 and agrees to 
renew the balance for a like period. Thus the $15,253. is to be paid off annually over a 
five year period.

SCHOOL DIRECTORS’ REPORT 


It is becoming increasingly difficult to provide a high quality and broad based educa- 
tional program at a reasonable cost. While the budget increase of 14.7% that we are 
presenting is down from the 22.4% increase a year ago, it is offset by the 22.02% in- 
crease to be rasied by taxes. Last year State Aid to education was $158,777 ($88,288 
for elementary and $70,549 for secondary). This year the projection is for $133,777 
in State Aid—$81,417 for elementary and $52,360 for secondary education. Pitt- 
sford’s fair market value has been raised by the State and its student population at Otter 
Valley is down; both factors have a negative effect on the amount of State Aid Pittsford 
receives. | 


You will note that we are projecting a deficit this year of approximately $3,000. We 
added a teacher in September to work with an unusually large fourth grade. We also 
encountered a Barstow assessment 29% greater than anticipated ($20,900 budgeted 
versus $27,052 actually billed). We did not allocate $4,000 for the bus sinking fund or 
$3,000 for a new fuel tank as provided in the current budget. We are also doing better, 
at this point, in our gasoline and fuel oil outlays. Consequently the deficit is not as large 
as anticipated several months ago. 


The Board has decided to seek funding for new buses as the vehicles are required as 
opposed to the “sinking fund” approach recommended last year. It seems wiser to not 
tax the community in anticipation of an expenditure but rather when the purchase is 
necessary. 


Instead of allocating across-the-board percentage increases for books, audio visual 
aids and other related teaching supplies, the Board held the line or cut back on many 
expenditures in this category in favor of providing funds for an enriched science pro- 
gram and a gifted and talented program. The Board has recognized the need for a 
creative and coordinated science program and has therefore appropriated a sufficient 
amount of money to get the program off to a solid start. The Board has expressed its 
concern for several years about the lack of attention the gifted and talented students 
receive. It is with pleasure that the Board recommends a program that Dan McCarthy 
has developed with the faculty that will challenge the minds and creativity of 
youngsters who show a particular talent. The program will concentrate on broadening 
a child’s interest and talent as opposed to pushing the child ahead by grade level. 


The Board is recommending a continuation of energy related expenditures: more 
storm windows, window shades and pipe insulation. The improvements made over 
the past few years have provided a more comfortable environment and have paid 
dividends by reducing energy consumption. 


It should be noted, however, that some major capital outlays are on the horizon. 
The Board is presently evaluating the feasability of heating the school with coal. The 
State Fire Marshall’s office has given the school a list of alterations that must be made 
for the school to be in compliance with existing safety codes. The Board is also con- 
sidering what changes should be made to correct the inadequate library presently 
located in the basement of Lothrop. The present library is not large enough to ade- 
quately accomodate the books or children. It is not an appropriate environment for

children to learn to use and appreciate the many facets of what should be the school’s 
most important learning center, The Board does not have sufficient information at this 
time to make any firm proposals on the above mentioned projects. 


The Board is pleased to report that school is functioning smoothly. The school com- 
munity has adjusted well to the addition of several new staff members. Mary Beriau, as 
she did several years ago, did a splendid job of performing a plethora of administrative 
details during the summer while the Board conducted its search for a new principal. As 
a result of her unselfish efforts, the school year started on a very positive note. Credit 
must also be given to Dan McCarthy, who assumed his position, on very short notice, 
several days after the school year had started. 


The School Board meets the first and third Tuesdays of each month in the school 
cafeteria. The Board welcomes all interested citizens to participate. The Directors seek 
to improve the level of education by improving the learning environment and en- 
courage any suggestions or constructive criticism that will help reach that objective.

NOTE 1—SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

The accounting policies of Pittsford Town School District conform to generally ac- 
cepted accounting principles as applicable to governmental units. The following is a 
summary of the significant policies. 

Basis of Accounting—The modified accrual basis is followed. in reporting the 
revenues and expenditures of the General Fund. The Hot Lunch Program and the 
Caverly Property Account follow the cash basis method of reporting revenues and ex- 
penditures. 

General Fixed Assets— General fixed assets are recorded as expenditures in the ac- 
quiring fund at the time of purchase. The Pittsford Town School District has not main- 
tained a record of general fixed asset acquisitions and retirements as required by 
generally accepted accounting principles.

The Notes Payable of the Caverly Property Account at June 30, 1980, is secured by 
the Caverly House. Annual payments of $16,250 plus interest at 4.44% are made by 
transfers from interest earned on the Dan D. Burditt Trust.

NOTE 5—ACCOUNTS PAYABLE AND COMMITMENTS 

Accounts Payable at June 30, 1980, includes a cash overdraft of $4,925. The 
balance of $1,504 represents the amount of expenses for the fiscal year ended June 
30. 1980, for which invoices have been received. 

Commitments consist of open purchase orders at June 30, 1980. Neither the items 
nor invoices had been received at year end but these items were budgeted by the 
school district in the fiscal year ended June 30, 1980. 


NOTE 6—PRIOR PERIOD ADJUSTMENT 

Accounts Receivable for the General Fund at June 30, 1979, were stated as being 
$6.418. It was subsequently found that the $6,000 accrued for rental income had 
already been paid—this resulted in an overstatement of the income for 1978-1979 by 
$6,000. The effect of the overstatement has been adjusted by reducing the beginning 
fund balance as shown on Exhibit B. 


NOTE 7—FUND BALANCE 

The Statement of Revenues and Expenditures contains an actual and a budgeted 
column for revenues and expenditures. The function of the actual column is to show 
only the financial activities applicable to the fiscal year being reported on. The budget 
column, however, is the budjet as approved by the voters of the school district. 

Included in the 1979-1980 budget is a budgeted fund balance deficit of $10,000 
shown on Exhibit C. It represents the fund balance to have existed at June 30, 1979, 
based on the analysis of the school district’s financial affairs by the budget committee at 
the time the budget was prepared. The actual fund balances at June 30, 1979, and 
June 30, 1980, are shown in Exhibit B of these financial statements. 

The actual fund balance for the Pittsford Town School District was $4,986 lower 
than the amount estimated at the time the budget was prepared.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The Pittsford School District, as part of the Rutland Northeast Supervisory Union, is 
participating in a project to improve the education of gifted and talented students. 
While basic skills development continues to be the foundation of the Pittsford School 
program, the teaching staff works toward an enriched program of studies for the 
students, making as much provision for individual differences among children as possi- 
ble. The teachers are being helped in this regard through the implementation of our 
gifted and talented project. The project has so far provided teachers with three in- 
service days of training in teaching methods and materials. More sessions will be held 
on a supervisory union level during the balance of the school year. Mr. McCarthy is 
also providing followup workshops for the teachers in the education of the gifted and 
talented, and has attended statewide workshops in the field as well in order to increase 
his own knowledge of the subject. As a result of this work there will be changes in many 
classrooms, but the changes will be more subtle than dramatic. Our intent is to effect 
steady long-lasting improvement in our teaching-learning environment rather than to 
jump onto temporary educational “bandwagons.” A modest project in the education 
of Pittsford’s own gifted and talented children is being initiated for the coming school 
year by Dan McCarthy and his staff. It promises to be a very positive step forward in 
developing to its fullest one of our most wasted national resources—our gifted and 
talented students. 


SERVICES PROVIDED TO THE PITTSFORD SCHOOL DISTRICT 
Through Its Membership as a Part of 
RUTLAND NORTHEAST SUPERVISORY UNION 


In accordance with the motion enacted at the 1978 Pittsford School District Annual 
meeting, I herewith submit, in as comprehensive but brief form as possible, my report 
on the services provided to Pittsford by the Rutland Northeast Supervisory Union. 


Pittsford’s assessment to maintain the services shared with the other Districts in the 
Supervisory Union is based on a percentage obtained through the ratio of the number 
of Pittsford teachers to the total number of teachers in the Union. Pittsford’s share for 
the 1980-’81 school year is 12.57%. The Supervisory Union attempts to provide a 
percentage of service equal to that. 


Administrative (in the broad sense of the term) services are provided through the 
Superintendent of Schools, the Superintendent’s Secretary, the Business Manager, 
three Bookkeepers, the Business Manager’s Secretary, and supporting materials, sup- 
plies, and equipment. The briefest method for enumerating services, without detailing 
day-to-day implemenation, is to present the official job descriptions for the Superinten- 
dent and Business Manager. 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
1.) Serve as chief educational advisor to the several Boards of School Directors in the

tion of school directors. 

6.) Maintain an active in-service training and evaluation program for the employees 
of the school district. 

7.) Meet with community and civic groups as a spokesman for the several school 
systems. 

8.) Maintain good working relationships with the Commissioner of Education. 

9.) Keep abreast of current educational developments through attendance at ap- 
propriate meetings, workshops, and through reading of publications. 

10.) Maintain adequate financial systems for control and accounting. 

11.) Work to maintain a favorable educational climate in each of the communities. 
12.) Develop secondary policy designed to implement the policies of the several 
school boards within the supervisory union. 


BUSINESS MANAGER 

Definition: To administer the business affairs of the Rutland Northeast Supervisory 
Union in such a way as to provide the best possible educational services with the finan- 
cial resources available. 

Areas of Responsibility. 

1.) Accounting and Reporting. 

Establish and monitor accounting procedures. Provide reports to guide the Administra- 
tion and the School Boards. 

2.) Budget 

Establish procedures for, and coordinate assembly of, budget proposals and monitor 
their progress through the Superintendent, the School Boards, and public presentation 
and approval. Upon adoption, provide accurate copies of the budgets and establish 
procedures to continuously monitor the plan through budget control and reporting. 
3.) Cash flow management 

Analyze school district cash flow and inform School Boards of long and short term 
needs. 

4.) Purchasing 

Establish and monitor purchasing procedures and bids, and coordinate major projects 
(generally over $1,000 in value). 

5.) Insurance 

Evaluate and recommend to the School Boards insurance coverage of all persons, real 
estate and personal property. 

6.) Personnel 

Manage the central office staff including recruitment, training and evaluation. Recom- 
mend changes in office procedures and staffing requirements. 

7.) State and Federal reports 

Insure completion and timely submission of all reports required by State and Federal 
governmental units that are financial in nature. 

8.) Inventory 

Insure that an inventory of capital investments and current supplies be maintained. 
9.) The areas of responsibility are not limited to the above list but shall include those 
of a financial nature which are delegated by the Superintendent. 

Supervision. The Business Manager is directly responsible to the Superintendent of 
Schools and through him to the several Boards of School Directors. 
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SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS REPORT (Continued) 


Pittsford receives other services made possible through funding from Local, State, 
and Federal sources. These services are described below. 


Rutland Northeast Supervisory Union also provides: 


One Learning Resource Teacher, Mrs. Judy Hawley, who works with 24 of our 
children for 30 minutes a day, 3 days a week. Children enrolled in this program 
receive supplemental help in the area of mathematics and reading skills. 


A portion of the services of a 60% position of Coordinator of Federal Programs 
(salary paid through Federal funds). This individual, Mrs. Marjorie Douglas, coor- 
dinates and supervises Federally funded programs in the district. 


One Speech-Language Pathologist, Ms. Kathleen Monroe, M.A., is currently work- 
ing with twelve children for one day a week. Parent cooperation and involvement has 
been excellent and has expedited the process of improving children’s speech pro- 
blems. Several children have been dismissed and others are being served as a result. 


One Learning Specialist (new position) —search underway—required under Federal 
law providing education for handicapped. 


The Early Childhood Program, a home-based program for pre-school children, 
serves those children who could benefit from structured learning activities. These 
children are selected on the basis of an annual screening or by referrals from pediatri- 
cians, social workers, or concerned parents. The goal of the program is to provide 
every child with an equal opportunity for success upon entering school. 


All of the above specialists are under the supervision of Miss Linda Carlson, Director 
of Special Services. Her major function is to coordinate the available services, and she 
is primarily responsible for assembling the involved specialists, teacher and parents to 
develop Individualized Education Programs for children with special needs. Miss 
Carlson, and Rutland Northeast Supervisory Union, also administer the Pittsford Area 
Program for children with retarded mental development. However, Pittsford’s pay- 
ment for its share of this program is a part of Pittsford’s budget (separate from the 
Rutland Northeast assessment) in the “Outgoing Transfer Account” category at the 
end of the budget. Pittsford is billed: number of special education students times Pitt- 
sford’s average annual per pupil cost. Also, costs of nursing and guidance services are 
now part of Pittsford’s budget and have been removed from the Rutland Northeast 
budget. 


The Mobile Library Program serves all chidren in grades 1-6, providing books and 
learning resource materials from a district-wide pool of resources, as well as training in 
basic library skills. For the 1981-’82 school year the Mobile Library Program will also be 
a part of the Pittsford Elementary School Budget and no longer part of the Rutland 
Northeast budget.

The new double entry, hand posted bookkeeping system developed for Rutland 
Northeast Supervisory Union by AM. Peisch, Inc. professional audit and accounting 
firms, is working extremely well, and, with the addition of one bookkeeper, a net 
decrease in fiscal control expense to the town school districts has resulted. The ac- 
curacy and efficiency of the business office has improved 100% in the past two years, 
and we are most pleased with the operation of that department. 


Pittsford is indeed fortunate to have a fine faculty and a talented, dedicated ad- 


ministrator in Principal Daniel C. McCarthy. I am most pleased to be associated with 
the Pittsford School District.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 1981 


Sanitary Landfill: 

The Board of Selectmen during the latter part of 1980 found it necessary to have the 
landfill opened just one day a week. The cost of operating the landfill is rising every 
year. The State requires that the landfill be covered the same day it is opened and this 
has proved an additional expense to the Town. All vehicles entering the Landfill must 
have a permit which can be obtained at the Town Clerk’s Office. Trash is still being left 
outside the gate. Action will be taken if the person or persons doing so are caught. The 
Landfill is only to be opened on Saturdays from 10:00 A.M. to 4:00 P.M. with an at- 
tendant on duty throughout the year. 


Highway: 

We are not contemplating any major highway construction projects this year. Our 
budget this year includes monies for paving. Due to erosion and especially bad pothole 
problems we are going to try to get these roads in shape. The problem, if not address- 
ed, will get worse as years go by. The Corn Hill Bridge project, of which the Town's 
share of $5,000. was budgeted last year. The State Transportation Dept. has advised 
us this project will be done in 1981. Damage was done this past year to the Cooley 
Covered Bridge which must be repaired this year. This has been a problem in the past 
and we have been unable to find out who has done the damage. We will continue with 
routine highway maintenance of brush cutting, repairing bridges and guard rails, 
replacement of signs, cold patching, ditching and road repair. The Board will pay a 
reward for information on destruction to these covered bridges. 


Florence Water Project: 

The State of Vermont Water Resources Board has approved the survey of this pro- 
ject which was submitted by the Engineering firm of Donnelly, Conklin, Phipps & 
Buzzell. We have been advised that an Engineering design grant of approx. $75,000. 
will be received shortly and the final design will be done during this spring. A well was 
developed with a potential of 1,000 gallons a minute. The land was purchased as 
voted at the special town meeting. We will be pursuing grants and fundings for this pro- 
ject. A HUD application was filed with the assistance of the Rutland Regional Commis- 
sion. We were just advised that only housing projects were funded and not any sewer 
or water projects applications were approved. The Board of Selectmen and the 
Engineers will be applying for funds from other Agencies for this project. 


Pittsford Water System: 

The reconstruction project on the Pittsford system will be completed this spring. The 
new 800,000 gallon reservoir is completed and is connected to the system. New larger 
mains and fire hydrants have been installed from the reservoirs along Furnace Rd. to 
Rt #7 and north to the intersection of Arch St., Rt. #7 and Elm St. and the new mains 
and house connections will be completed south on Rt. #7 through the Mills bridge this 
spring. Work is continuing on the chlorinating plant through the winter. We were in- 
deed fortunate to be able to obtain Farmers Home and State of Vermont grants for this 
project. 
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SELECTMEN’S REPORT (Continued) 


Revenue Sharing Funds: 

The Board is contemplating building a new town office building with Revenue Shar- 
ing funds. We will be negotiating with the School Directors for land off the Plains Road 
which was the former Caverly lands. A public use hearing was held Feb. 4th and the 
Town Meeting is the budget hearing as required for Revenue Sharing funds. The pre- 
sent Town Clerk’s Office is not large enough for all the papers, documents, land 
records, school records, etc. which must be kept. Many must be stored in a fireproof 
vault. The Board of Selectmen are committed to try and find a solution to this pro- 
blem. We encourage suggestions regarding this problem. 


General Fund: 
Regarding the major increases in the General Budget. The Board refers the reader 


to the Listers’ Report concerning the reason for their increase. Other increases are due 
to salaries, employee benefits, insurances and utilities. Due to the ever increasing 
technicalities of town governments it is necessary for the Board to seek legal advice for 
the protection of the Town. 


The Board would like to commend the Town Treasurer, Gordon DeLong, for his 
success in investing town funds. 


In Memoriam: 

The Board of Selectmen extends deepest sympathy to the family of Fred Parker. Mr. 
Parker served for a number of years as a Selectman, a Lister and was pound keeper for 
the Town at the time of his death.

We were able to use donations received during the year for the pay- 
ment of these radio units.

The established mission of the State Health Department is to protect and promote 
the health of all Vermonters. In working towards this goal, the Vermont Department of 
Health has provided directly, or assured the provision of, preventive health services to 
communities across the state. During 1980, the following services were received by the 


residents of Pittsford: 


280 elementary school children were examined by a dental hygienist and received 
personal oral hygiene instruction twice during the school year. 


Your elementary school participated in the weekly fluoride rinse program. 
7 persons received services through the Maternal and Child Health Program. 


23 comprehensive health assessments including preventive health guidance were 
provided at Well Child Conferences. 


101 persons received nutrition education and food supplements through the Special 
Supplemental Food Program for Women, Infants, and Children (WIC). 


14 children underwent medical evaluation and treatment through the Early Periodic 
Screening, Diagnosis, and Treatment Program (EPSDT). 


Through the Handicapped Children Program, diagnosis and treatment services for 
orthopedic, hearing, cardiac, and other conditions were provided to 11 children. 


Through the Child Development Clinic, 7 children received diagnostic and intensive 
follow-up services for suspected developmental disorders. 


41 immunizations were given in Health Department clinics. 


4 persons received screening for early detection of lung disease through the Barre, 
Rutland, or other Health Department chest clinics. 


The following services were provided by the Health Department Laboratory in Burl- 
ington: 


31 blood tests to identify women needing immunization against german measles 
(rubella) to prevent birth defects, 


72 other diagnostic blood tests, 
16 bacteriological and viral cultures, 
105 tests of individual and municipal water systems to monitor drinking water 


quality.

Statewide, 259 emergency medical technicians were trained, 286 were recertified 
and 305 received advanced training; 195,507 doses of vaccine were supplied to 
private physicians, school nurses, and other health providers; 17 hospitals and 46 nur- 
sing homes were inspected and licensed; 3,804 restaurants were inspected; 3,655 
venereal disease office visits and/or treatments were paid for and 1,063 contacts were 
traced: material to test 14,270 persons for tuberculosis was distributed to private physi- 
cians, public clinics, and schools; 105 x-ray machines were inspected; treatment for 
22 000 children was approved and paid for in total or in part by the Tooth Fairy and 
Denticaid programs; and, in conjunction with Planned Parenthood of Vermont, Inc., 
15,705 persons received contraceptive couselling and service. 


Technical assistance was provided through the office of Local Health Services to 
your Town Health Officer, Mr. Harold Haviland. 


Your Town Clerk, Gordon R. Delong, received support and instruction in the 
handling of vital records from the Division of Public Health Statistics.

In the 1980 calendar year 2,734 animals were handled at the shelter; again a 
decrease from last year’s figures. This is a continuation of a four year trend which we 
hope signifies more responsibility on the part of pet owners. 


From Pittsford we received 206 animals, a significant drop from last year. Of these, 
116 were surrendered by their owners, 67 were strays, 11 picked up by our agent, and 
4 were brought in by the constable. Also, 8 wild animals were brought in, cared for and 
released into their proper environment. Our agent checked out a few complaints of 
negelct or cruelty in the Town. 


Our operating expenses for the year were just over $41,000. We received $200 
from the Town of Pittsford; the balance of our income is derived from the City of 
Rutland, other towns, memberships, fund raisers, and individual donations. 


The Shelter is open to the public Mon.-Fri. 10 a.m.-5 p.m., Saturday 9 a.m. - 1 
p.m. and Sunday 1 p.m. - 5 p.m. Emergency service is provided 24 hours a day. 
Groups and individuals are invited to visit the shelter during operating hours. 


We are always grateful for the support and cooperation we receive from the police, 
town officials, and citizens of Pittsford.

ANNUAL REPORT — 1980 


This year the Pittsford Historical Society side-tracked from its major project, “Pitt- 
sford’s Second Century”, to compile and publish a 96 page pictorial essay, Pittsford, 
Now and Then. The Committee, under the able leadership of Jane Belcher, and her 
tireless assistant, Alice Wimlett, worked steadily from April to the end of August. The 
paperback book went to Journal Press of Poultney in early September and was 
delivered October 25, 1980. 1500 copies were printed, of which 585 have been sold 
to date. Toni Frett is in charge of the sale of books, and local merchants, Joe Kamuda 
and Joe Keith, have assisted in selling books in their stores. The Society has published 
500 reprints of the Pittsford Beers Atlas Map of 1869, showing the houses in the 
Village and Town. Five copies of the book were presented as gifts to the Town of Pitt- 
sford, Maclure Library, Will Denison, Rilla Kitson, and Howard Smith. 


To date we have left only 75 copies of the Bicentennial Edition of Caverly’s History 
of Pittsford ($20.00) and 150 copies of the Index ($3.00), which is invaluable for 
research in conjunction with the History. 


This year there were 7 Trustees meetings and 4 regular membership meetings. The 
January meeting at the Congregational Church was a presentation of the histories of all 
the Pittsford churches and included talks, slides, pictures and scrapbooks. At the April 
meeting held at St. Alphonsus Hall, Judy Rylander, the 4th grade teacher, spoke on 
the Backyard History Project to be held May 3rd—tours of the old houses and historic 
sites in Pittsford, with the 4th grade children as hosts and hostesses. The Annual 
meeting in August was held at Telemark Ski Lodge, the former Dr. Walker residence. 
There was a tour of the premises and a pot luck supper. The Officers were re-elected 
and new Trustees were elected: Janet Giddings, Program Chairman; Elinor Pike, 
Membership Chairman; and Ruth Wimett, Publicity Chairman and Editor of the 
Newsletter. The Museum Committee with Gordon Searles, Chairman, increased to in- 
clude Tom Conway, Fund Raising Chairman; Fred Harvie, Carolyn O’Handley, Julia . 
Reynolds, Alice Wimlett, E. Robert White, and Joe Keith. 


A Museum Fund was established with a Savings account at the First Brandon Na- 
tional Bank. Donations to this fund may be made to Larry Smith, Treasurer, or Gor- 
don Searles. The Trustees authorized the Museum Committee to raise money and/or 
pledges to obtain a Museum building. 


We feel we have achieved some of our goals set for the past year. Our membership 
has increased to 115, and we are pleased with the increased interest of the Townspeo- 
ple in their heritage.

1980 by the Maclure Library. 


As Librarian, I believe it worth while to point out that the figures reflect the growing 
usefulness of the library to the people of Pittsford and its area—but that statistics alone 
cannot tell the full story of the Library’s services to the community. It is people, and not 
mere numbers, who have used and gained pleasure or profit from the Library's 
facilities. 


The circulation for the year was 7,882 books and 811 periodicals, pamphlets, 
phonograph records and games. This was an increase over last year.

The book collection has been greatly improved to meet varied and increasing needs 
of the citizens of our community. Parts of the collection have been brought up to date 
and this program is still going on. 


Summer story hour was held during July and August for children ages 3 to 8. Kathy 
Terwilliger was in charge of this program. It was held on Wednesdays at 3:30 p.m., 
Kathy read to the children and then showed a film. 


Story Time, a program for pre-schoolers is held on Wednesday at 3:30 p.m. in the 
children’s room, except during the months of January and February. Each year we try 
to have better films in our film program for children and to tie films to the joy of 
reading. 


In June we held a special children’s program featuring folksongs, tunes, and stories 
for children. Mary Ann Samuels and Sara Melton Keller sang and played guitar, 
mountain dulcimer, banjo, recorder and penny whistle. This program was available 
through a Touring Artists Grant which the Vermont Council on the Arts paid 50% of 
the cost and Vermont Department of Libraries 25% and our library the other 25%. 
The program was well attended with 33 children and 18 adults. It was enjoyed by all. 


In October May Rantanen after 15 years of service decided to join her husband in 
retirement. A party was given in her honor on September 21, at the library. Friends 
and family came to say goodbye and wish her well. President Conway presented May 
with a painting. Special guests were past presidents, Col. Mitchell and Pat Candon. 
The party was organized by Mrs. Anne Hammond and the cake was made by Mrs. 
Hannes Rantanen, May’s sister-in-law. The library board and the patrons of the library 
will miss May but wish her and Don a happy and healthy retirement. 


The board of directors chose Sandy Conway to replace May as Assistant Librarian. 
Sandy started work in September. Besides the regular duties of the Assistant, Sandy 
will also be the Childrens Librarian. She will be in charge of selecting the books for the 
childrens room and organize all childrens programs. Sandy hold a degree in Early 
Childhood Development and will be a real asset to the library. 


The library was awarded a Services and Construction Act (LSCA) Title 1 Grant from 
the Vermont Department of Libraries. With this grant money the library was able to 
purchase a new Bell & Howell Projector. Our old one was in poor condition. 


In order to keep abreast of new ideas and what other librarians are doing and in 
order to keep the Maclure Library on its toes in giving good library service to our com- 
munity, the librarians have taken part in state and regional conferences during the 
year. 


Winter hours; Because of the high cost of fuel we are now opened on Mondays 1-7 
p.m., Tuesday 1-5 p.m., and Wednesdays 1-7 p.m. These hours extend from 
November Ist. thru May Ist.

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TO THE VOTERS OF THE TOWN OF PITTSFORD 


We, the undersigned Listers of the Town of Pittsford wish to take this opportunity to 
thank all property owners for their co-operation with the Listers in the pursuit of their 
duties and to put forward the following facts and proposal: 


The system of property evaluation in current use was instituted in 1967 when a com- 
plete appraisal of the town was conducted by a private concern. Experience with this 
sytem over the past few years has disclosed serious discrepancies, many of which are 
due to changes and unequal advances in the value of various types of property, mak- 
ing it unfair to both property owners and the town. Adjustments in the system and the 
re-evaluation of some properties are necessary in order to assure equitable treatment 
of all property tax payers in the amount of taxes that they pay. 


The Listers have contacted professional appraisal firms regarding the cost of a 
general re-appraisal of the property in the town and informal estimates run from 
$30,000 to more than $40,000. These prices are high and probably would go higher if 
formal proposals were requested. There is no guarantee that the result would not con- 
tain some of the same discrepancies that exist in the present professionally established 
system or that any firm employed would still be in business five or ten years from now 
should revisions be required. The last company used is no longer in business. 


The Listers believe that a fair and equitable system for property evaluation can be re- 
established by up-dating and correcting the one we now have and by accomplishing 
the necessary re-evaluations. We further believe that this can be done at much less cost 
and in a more acceptable and less impersonal manner by your elected Board of Listers 
augumented by some temporary employees recruited in the Town of Pittsford, than by 
contracting with professional real estate appraisers from outside the town. 


We recommend that the annual Lister’s budget be increased for 1981 by $14,800 
for this purpose. This amount will allow for temporary estimators, clerical help and the 
necessary automobile and office expenses. It is possible that the entire project cannot 
be accomplished within one year, although every effort will be made to do so. If addi- 
tional funds are required in next years budget they will be requested at that time, but be 
assured that the Board of Listers will keep these costs to a minimum. 


No property re-evaluations as a result of this project will be entered in the Grand List 
until the project is fully completed. 


The Board of Listers requests your careful consideration and approval of the forego- 
ing proposal and as always, we encourage your suggestions and comments.

TAX RATE: The Tax rate is determined by dividing the total amount appropriated for the sup- 
port of all the activities of the Town and Town School District by the Grand List. 


State Property Tax Refund Program: 

This notice is to remind Vermonters who own or rent their homes of the State’s property tax 
relief program. The property tax relief program provides a credit against Vermont income taxes 
and a cash refund for property taxes paid on personal dwellings. If you own your home, you will 
be eligible for the program if your property taxes exceed anywhere from 4 to 6 percent of your 
household’s income (the percentage applicable depends on the amount of total household in- 
come). If you rent a place to live, you be eligible if 20% of your rent exceeds anywhere from 4 to 
6 percent of your household’s income (again, the percentage applicable depends on the amount 
of total household income). 

Applications for the program entitled “Wermont Homeowner or Renter Refund Claim” are 
contained in Vermont’s income tax return booklet. The booklets are automatically mailed to you 
if you filed an income tax return for last year, or if you claimed property or sales tax relief last 
year. If you do not receive a copy of the income tax booklet, you can obtain one from your town 
clerk or from the Department of Taxes (write, call, or stop in). Instructions are included in the 
booklet, and help is available by calling the Department of Taxes at 828-2545 or 828-2725. 

Apply for a property tax refund each year if you think you qualify, and do it between 
January 1 and April 15, even if you don’t have to file an income tax return. 

Landlords: Your residential tenants may qualify for property tax relief but may not hear 
about the program because they don’t pay taxes directly to the town. Please pass the word along!

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RUTLAND REGIONAL COMMISSION 
REPORT FOR 1980 


Our name has changed! While eliminating the word “planning” from our title may 
not seem dramatic, it is an indication of change. In some ways it is a reflection of 
changes which have already occured: in others it is one more step to implement further 
adjustment which is necessary in light of today’s conditions in the region and the na- 
tion. 


We will continue to put more emphasis on municipal service and look for ways to 
better serve all towns in the region, large and small. 


Two topics of particular interest and importance which we are presently involved in 
are: 
Technical Services—With town budgets getting tighter, technical services in areas 
such as finance, capital improvement programming and energy conservation be- 
come more important. We are continuing to expand our ability to deliver these 
kinds of services. Our recently acquired computer capability will help us deliver 
these services on request. 


Waste load allocation—This process, which affects sewage treatment capacity for 
several communities along the Otter Creek, is vitally important. Our Chairman, 
John Ballou from Chittenden, has particularly strong feelings on this issue. Until 
a revised waste-load allocation plan for the Otter Creek is completed and adopted 
by the State of Vermont, construction and/or upgrading of any affected sewage 
treatment plants will not take place. 


In addition to the above, we have and will continue to work in the following areas: 
Solid waste disposal—We have been closely involved with the Rutland County 
Solid Waste District (RCSWD). We provide staff and overhead assistance to the 
District and are helping them to work toward short and long term solutions to 
solid waste disposal for RCSWD member towns. 


Transportation—We continue to offer support services to “the bus’. In addition, 
this year we are developing a proposal to build a transfer facility (bus station if 
you will) which will allow for changing between the bus, Vermont Transit and 
taxicabs as well as provide adequate parking. We have also worked closely with 
the Chamber of Commerce Transportation Task Force headed up by former Gov. 
Keyser which is aimed at improving countywide transportation systems. 


Airport Industrial Park—Extensive work has been done on devieopment of an 
airport industrial park in Clarendon. Because it is a project being jointly developed 
by the Rutland Industrial Development Corporation, Clarendon and the City of 
Rutland, coordination with local, state and federal organizations has been neces- 
sary and extensive. Construction is expected to start in mid-1981. 


Coordination with and support to several county organizations through specific 


programs is part of our continuing responsibility. They include the County Exten- 
sion Service, Soil Conservation Service, Rutland Industrial Development Cor-

poration (County wide), Rutland County Health Council, Rutland Region Chamber 
of Commerce, and several other local organizations. These efforts will continue. 


We look forward to serving and working with you in the coming year. Your interest 
and support is appreciated.

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RUTLAND COUNTY SOLID WASTE DISTRICT 
ANNUAL REPORT 


This is the first Annual Report of the Rutland County Solid Waste District, a new 
governmental entity created by the vote of 19 municipalities on March 4, 1980. The 
sole purpose of RCSWD is to provide solid waste disposal services for its member 
municipalities and particularly to assist them in their current disposal practices and 
develop future disposal systems, such as a regional landfill, recycling and waste to 
energy incineration plant. 


Throughout the remainder of 1980 significant progress was made by the Board of 
Supervisors (the governing legislative body) toward the attainment of these goals, in- 
cluding hiring a District Manager, Rick Dovey, and initiating Phase II of our EPA 
Resource Recovery Grant. The Rutland Regional Planning Commission, who assisted 
greatly during the formation of the District, has been extremely helpful this past year 
providing technical assistance on our EPA grant and offering staff and office support to 
ease our transition into a functioning entity. 


Immediately upon creation of RCSWD, municipalities set upon the task of naming 
their representatives to the Board of Supervisors, which met for the first time on April 
14th. The establishment of administrative and accounting systems for this new govern- 
ment consumed a large portion of early attention. A 1980 budget had to be adopted 
by mid-May and decisions had to be made concerning the establishment of an Ex- 
ecutive Board to carry on the day to day activities of the District. An intensive interview 
process was conducted in early summer which culminated in the hiring of Franklin 
Associates and Blythe, Eastman, Paine Webber as our Phase II consultants. 


The Resource Recovery study being conducted through Franklin Associates is mov- 
ing along quite well. Because of difficulties that have arisen on the availability and in- 
terest of potential steam markets, the possibility of generating electricity is being 
studied. New Federal legislation has been enacted that could make the sale of electrici- 
ty to the public utilities economically viable and has encouraged us to go before the 
Vermont Public Service Board in their deliberations to set rates for small power pro- 
ducers. Our efforts will continue in the direction of both electricity and steam markets 
until we decide upon the best possible method, hopefully by early spring of 1981. 


1981 should be a particularly busy year for the RCSWD, as we will have established 
ourselves and will have begun to work diligently on the solid waste problems facing 
each member municipality. With our initial formation behind us, we can concentrate 
on the purpose for which this District was created. The continuation of our progress in 
the resource recovery project and the renewed emphasis on developing a regional 
landfill should highlight the year. The initiation of a recycling program and assistance to 


municipalities by our District Manager will also be important aspects of our 1981 work 
plan.

We had one hundred and 
ninety seven students in class from Beginners to Advanced Lifesaving with fifty-four 
passing their Red Cross requirements enabling them to advance to the next level of 
ability. 


Inservice training was conducted in First Aid, Lifesaving techniques and C.P.R. 
(Cardiopulmonary Resuscitation). 


Six (6) water rescues were made and a number of minor first aid emergencies were 
taken care of by the guards. ; 


The pool opened Memorial Day and closed Labor Day. June and July were the 
busiest months of the season due to swimming lessons and good weather conditions. 
July weekends and July 4th created a demand for all four guards to be on duty with 
regard to the safety of the people using the pool. 


The Recreation Committee is in hopes that Phase III, the construction of a double 
tennis court, will start in the spring. All paperwork for the application HCRS funding 
has been completed and we are now waiting to hear from the Department of Forest, 
Parks and Recreation. 


We have had some vandalism this year: 
1. The outside water fountain was torn off the Recreation building. 
2. The flag rope was cut and taken. 
3. Two picnic tables and one fireplace were destroyed. 
4. Lifeguard chair was destroyed. 


Money that was going to be used to improve the picnic area had to be used to cor- 
rect the vandalism. Your help in controlling the problem would be appreciated. 


The Committee would like to thank those who made gifts of materials and money to 
the area. Thanks also to the people of Pittsford for supporting their area. And thank 
you to the lifeguards and summer help. 


The regular monthly meeting of the Recreation Committee is the 2nd Wednesday of 
every month at 7:30 p.m. at the Pittsford Congregational Church. We encourage you 
to attend and welcome any suggestions you may have.

TOWN AGENT’S REPORT 


The following information presents the current status of litigation in which the town 
is involved. 


1. Town of Pittsford vs. State of Vermont; Rutland Superior Court Docket No. 
$28-76Rm; this action was brought by the Town of Pittsford to contest the State Tax 
Department’s equalized fair market rating for the Town of Pittsford. The suit, if unsuc- 
cessful, will not expose the Town to pecuniary loss and, if successful, will result in in- 
creased tax revenues from the State. The State of Vermont.has not filed a 
Counterclaim. Still pending (No 5, 1979). 


2. In Re: OMYA Inc.; Rutland Superior Court Docket No. S29-79Rm:; this is an 
appeal brought by OMYA, Inc. pursuant to 24 VSA S4471 appealing the decision of 
the Board of Adjustment of the Town of Pittsford granting OMYA, Inc. a modification 
of its Conditional Use Permit. The appeal involves the reopening of certain quarries in 
the Town of Pittsford by the applicant. The Town of Pittsford, by its Selectmen, took 
part in the proceedings before the Board of Adjustment as an interested party. The 
Town has not yet decided whether or not to be a party to the appeal. The appeal will 
not expose the Town, or any Town agency or board, to a pecuniary loss. Edward A. 
Shaefer and Frieda B. Schaefer, by and through their attorney, Joseph W. Kozlik, Es- 
quire, have also filed notice of appeal in this matter. Still pending (No. 6, 1979) 


3. Vermont Wildlife Foundation (No. 4, 1979) The Town, under authority of the 
Supreme Court decision conducted a tax sale on April 26, 1979. Sufficient acreage 
was sold to satisfy the delinquent tax bill. The delinquent taxpayer, Vermont Wildlife 
Foundation, has one year from the tax sale to redeem the property by paying the tax 
bill plus interest. 


4. The Trustees of the Vermont Wildlife Foundation vs. The Town of Pittsford, 
William Valentine and Phillip Marcell, Rutland Superior Court Docket No. S 5-81Rc. 
This suit was filed on January 6, 1981, by the Trustees of the Vermont Wildlife Foun- 
dation seeking to set aside the tax sale conducted in April of 1980 at which 232 acres 
of the Foundation’s land were sold to pay the Foundation’s delinquent taxes. The suite 
alleges that the sale was defective for failure to follow proper procedure. If the plaintiffs 
are successful, the Town would be required to refund the amount collected at the sale 
and to resell the property again by tax sale.

The UVM Extension Service is a combined effort of the University of Vermont and 
the US Department of Agriculture to bring educational programs to the people of 
Rutland County.

The Town of Pittsford operates under the 1975 Revision of Zoning Regulations 
originally enacted in 1966. 

The Village of Pittsford operates under Zoning Regulations enacted in 1975. 

The Regulations of the Town and the Village are closely parallel. 

The Administrative Officer acts for both the Town and the Village. 

The Vermont Statutes define “LAND DEVELOPMENT” as follows: “Land 
Development means the division of a parcel into two or more parcels, the construc- 
tion, reconstruction or enlargement of any building or other structure, or of any min- 
ing, excavation or landfill, or the extensive of use of land.” 

ANY LAND DEVELOPMENT, with certain exceptions, REQUIRES A PERMIT 
FROM THE ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICER. 

THE PERMIT FORMS CONTAIN DETAILED INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING 
THE CONDITIONS GOVERNING THE PERMIT. FAILURE TO COMPLY WITH 
THE INSTRUCTIONS RENDERS THE PERMIT NULL AND VOID. THEREFORE 
EVERY APPLICANT SHOULD READ CAREFULLY ALL THE INSTRUCTIONS. 

The initial approval of the Administrative Officer merely indicates that the applica- 
tion complies with the requirements of the regulations and authorizes only the layout. 
Further development cannot legally be initiated until AFTER the layout inspection and 
approval of the Administrative Oficer. Occupancy of a structure is illegal until after the 
compliance inspection and approval of the Administrative Officer. 

In any case coming within the scope of the definition of “LAND DEVELOPMENT” 
consult the Administrative Office. 

Copies of both Town and Village Regulations are on loan from the Town Clerk. A 
deposit is required. Copies are also on sale.

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WILLIAM E. DENISON 


By vote of the citizens of Pittsford at Town Meeting March 2, 1981, this report is 
dedicated to William E. Denison. 


William E. Denison is a tue NATIVE VERMONTER. Born April 22, 1887, raised, 
and married in Pittsford, he is more than that . . . He is a “Native Pittsford-ite”, 
graduating in 1905 from the then Pittsford High School (now Eaton Hall). 


Mr. Denison married Corinne Randall, a Classmate who became a teacher, also 
from Pittsford. They enjoyed 59 years of married life. 


He performed a variety of services given freely to the Town including: Postmaster in 
the early 1900’s, Town Clerk and Treasurer, Trustee of Public Funds, President and 
Treasurer of the Library, Auditor, Selectman, and Town Representative. He was also 
President and Treasurer of the Aqueduct Company. He was always concerned in 
assuring that the Town had a good, pure water supply and still maintains that interest. 
In addition, he was very active in the Congregational Church and was a director of the 
First Brandon National Bank. 


He is perhaps best known for his General Store, first Ray & Denison, then Denison, 
and later Denison & Phillips. Those who knew him could attest to his Vermont sense 
of humor, and the group of men around the pot-bellied stove usually carried home 
some kind of story that helped to make living in a small town interesting. 


Not quite so well known, is his great generosity. “Will” Denison did his many good 
deeds so quietly that few of his fellow townspeople have a real idea of how widespread 
it really was. Childless themselves, Will and Corinne opened their home to two Fresh 
Air girls and a Kurn Hattin girl summer after summer. Many young people found 
higher education, a start in business, or home ownership, a reality through his help. 
His neighborliness was also seen in numerous little ways, such as a bushel of kindling 
wood for an elderly lady, a bunch of fresh asparagus on a doorstep, or a couple of 
green bills enclosed along with a Christmas card. The Town and Village of Pittsford 
also reaped the benefits of his largess in countless ways. 


At 94, Mr. Denison is one of the oldest residents of Pittsford. He is now at Eden Park 
in Rutland, but retains his lively interest in his home town, his sense of humor, and his 
excellent memory.

AUDITORS REPORT 


In accord with Sub-Chapter 5, Chapter 51, Title 24, Vermont Statutes Annotated, 
we have examined the Record and Accounts of the Town and Town School District as 
shown in Auditors Exhibits 1 through Exhibit 7. 


We have verified the existence of stated cash balances and examined the Securities 
in the hands of the Treasurer. 


To the best of our knowledge, Exhibits 1 through 7 fairly represent the Financial 
Transactions of the Town for the Fiscal Year ending December 31, 1980 and Town 
School District for the Fiscal Year ending June 30, 1980. 


We have received certification from the Proctor Trust Company covering their 
custody of the securities in the Bowen Walker Fund and the Dan D. Burditt Trust 
Fund. 


We have received certification from the First Vermont Bank and Trust Co. covering 
the securities in the Booth Memorial School Fund. 


The situation is the same with respect to Town Records and additional municipal of- 
fice space and should be a matter of concern to all citizens of Pittsford. The present 
Town Office Building was built in 1909. Undoubtedly, many felt it was far larger than 
needed at the time. It met the Town’s needs until recent years. The Auditors feel any 
additional office space should be planned to meet the needs of the Town and Town 
School District for an additional 50 years or more. At present, some of the Town 
Records and Town School District records which should be readily available, are 
stored downstairs and in the attic of the Town Office Building and in the attic of the 
AYRSHIRE BUILDING in Brandon. The current Volume of Land Records is stored 
on a stool in the vault, since shelves are completely filled. Other valuable records in 
cupboards and regular files should, in the opinion of Auditors, be stored in fireproof 
containers or vaults. 


The Selectmen have appointed a committee to assist them in making a study and 
recommendation for a new Municipal Office Building. The Selectmen expect to have a 
proposal to present the voters at a special Town Meeting at a later date. 


Unpaid property taxes become delinquent as of November 11th each year. They are 
at their maximum at that time. The December 31st total appearing in the Town Report 
is the maximum amount reduced by payments made after November 11th and on or 
before December 31st. As of November 11th 1981 the total of delinquent taxes for 
previous years was $4,296.00 and $66,213.00 for 1981 for a grand total of 
$70,509.85. This figure was reduced to $51,881.38 as of December 31st 1981. This 
amount is less than 5% of the total taxes billed, $10177,975.93:

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 1981 


Sanitary Landfill: 
We were able to stay within the operating budget this year. The landfill will be 


opened Saturdays only, from 10:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. 


Highways: 

The Board is contemplating major highway construction and paving projects this 
year. We have put an article in the Warning for $34,000.00 for blasting and construc- 
tion of a section of southern end of the Whipple Hollow Rd., which is Town State Aid 
Rd. 8. Another article has been included in the Warning for $100,000.00 for special 
paving projects as follows: Truck Route, which was last done in 1963, part of the 
Whipple Hollow Rd., end of the West Proctor Rd., road by the Landfill, section of Elm 
St., section of Sangamon Rd., where it is badly broken up, sections of Corn Hill Drive, 
River Rd., and the northern end of the West Creek Rd. If the two above Articles are 
approved by the voters, the money would be borrowed and paid back over a period of 
four years. This is a serious cost and should have probably been done in years past at 
considerable less cost. Traffic is heavier every year and the safety of our highways is a 
grave concern. A section of the West Creek Rd. has a serious erosion problem and we 
have included this repair as part of the highway budget. We also plan to do con- 
siderable ditching this year. We were not able to do the Corn Hill Bridge project in 
1981, as planned, due to problems obtaining some of the land easements which are 
necessary for the project. Hopefully this will be completed this year. 


Florence Water Project: 

On October 9, 1981, Contract #3 of the Florence Water System Improvements was 
awarded to the Munson Earth-Moving Corporation of South Burlington, Vermont for 
the sum of $240,859.77. 


The improvements consisted of the installation of approximately 10,000 feet of 2, 4, 
6, 8 and 18” water mains to replace the existing mains which have badly deteriorated 
over the years. 


Construction began on October 29, 1981 at the north end of the system and pro- 
gressed southerly toward the new well site. By December 17, 1981 all pipe had been 
installed and tested, with all users connected by December 23, 1981. The existing 8” 
test well was connected to the new mains and will continue to serve the system until the 
new well and well station are constructed. 


Also included for construction this coming spring is the erection of a 40,000 gallon 
steel storage tank adjacent to the White Pigment Corporation plant and replacement of 
the existing 6” water main along the West Rutland Road. Construction of a new 2” 
main from the Hazeltine Farm to the Zelazny Farm will be reviewed by the Board of 
Selectmen once all proposed contracts have been awarded and all project costs are 
known. Bids for the remainder of the Project will be coming out Feb. 24th. Water 
meters will be installed this spring. The Engineers estimate that the total cost of the con- 
struction is approximately $680,000, of which $70,700. is the local users share, 
$310,000. grant from the Farmers Home Administration, $190,000. from the State of 
Vermont and approximately $110,000. from the Industries in Florence. 


Revenue Sharing Funds 
Revenue Sharing Fund are still being contemplated for a new Town Office Building. 
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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 1981 (Cont.) 


General Fund: 

The deficit in the General Fund of $9,000. incurred because the Town had to pay 
Phil Marcell back the tax sale monies with interest for the Vermont Wildland Founda- 
tion land which he had purchased at a Tax Sale in 1980. Over $3,000. has also been 
expended by the Town in legal expenses due to this tax problem of the Vermont 
Wildland Foundation. Other increases in the budget this year include salaries, heating 
fuel, insurances and legal. Due to the increasing problems of Town Government it is 
necessary to obtain legal advice for the protection of the Town.

PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT 
(ARTICLE 18, WARNING) 


Existing Section 40, Chapter II 

Sec. 40. Imprisonment for debt restricted; prisoners bailable 

Section 40. The person of a debtor, where there is not strong presumption of fraud, 
shall not be continued in prison after his delivering up and assigning over, bona fide, all 
his estate, real and personal, in possession, reversion or remainder, for the use of his 
creditors, in such manner as shall be regulated by law. And all prisoners, unless in ex- 
ecution, or committed for capital offences, when the proof is evident or presumption 
great, shall be bailable by sufficient sureties; nor shall excessive bail be exacted for 
bailable offences. 


Proposed Section 40, Chapter II 

Section 40. Excessive bail shall not be exacted for bailable offenses. All persons, 
unless sentenced, or unless committed for offenses punishable by death or life im- 
prisonment when the evidence of guilt is great, shall be bailable by sufficient sureties. 
Persons committed for offenses punishable by death or life imprisonment, when the 
evidence of guilt is great, shall not be bailable as a matter of right. No person shall be 
imprisoned for debt. | 


EXPLANATION 

Section 40, Chapter II, of the Vermont Constitution, as now worded, guarantees 
the right of a person imprisoned for debt to be released once he has turned over all his 
assets to. his creditors. The proposed amendment recognizes the fact that imprison- 
ment for debt (except in the form of punishment for contempt of court for failure to 
make payments ordered by the court, such as child support or alimony payments in a 
marital action) has not existed in Vermont for many years. The last sentence of the 
proposed new section 40 would simply recognize the elimination of imprisonment for 
debt which has long since taken place in fact, and thus would make no real change in 
present law. 


The more important change in the proposed amendment is with respect to the right 
of persons charged with serious crimes to release on bail until trial. The existing word- 
ing entitles all persons charged with crimes to be released on bail “...unless...commit- 
ted for capital offenses,” that is, except persons charged with crimes for which the 
death penalty may be imposed. Under the proposed new wording, persons charged 
with crimes punishable either by death or by imprisonment for life may be confined un- 
til trial, without bail, if the court finds, at preliminary hearing, that the “...evidence of 
guilt is great.” 
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REPORT OF CAMP CAVERLY, INC. 
BOX 102

In March, 1981, Camp Caverly was established as a non-profit organization to 
develop and operate a children’s summer Day Camp in Pittsford. We are greatly in- 
debted to the Pittsford School Board for allowing us to use the Caverly Property for the 
Day Camp, and to the Board of Selectmen and School Board members for approving 
a grant from the Burditt Fund to help us get established. The Pittsford Lions Club, the 
Women’s Association of the Pittsford Congregational CHurch and the PTO sponsored 
scholarships for deserving Pittsford children, for which we are very grateful. We also 
wish to thank the many individuals and businesses who supported us. 


The Day Camp was established to serve Pittsford children, and children residing in 
nearby towns as space permits. Our goals for the children are: 

1. To develop a sense of self-esteem, independence and responsibility. 

2. To learn to live and work with others through cooperative projects. 

3. To experience success. 

4. To acquire skills in campcrafts, aquatics, creative arts and physical activities, with 
minor emphasis on competition. 

5. To develop a new or heightened awareness of the environment. 

6. To have fun. 


Our first summer of 1982 was a great success. Forty-four Pittsford children par- 
ticipated, many for more than one session. We offered four two-week sessions for 
children ages 5-13. The children actively participated in many outdoor activities, in- 
cluding daily Red Cross swimming instruction, nature crafts, hikes, fishing, en- 
vironmental awareness instruction, ropes course, group games, etc. An overnight 
camping experience at the end of each session was especially enjoyed. 


This summer of 1982, we again plan to provide an exciting outdoor camping ex- 
perience for the children of Pittsford.

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TOWN OF PITTSFORD 


DOG ORDINANCE 
Section 1. 
Pursuant to T 20 VSA Sec. 3549 and T 24 Sec. 2291(10) and 1972(a), the Select- 
men of the Town of Pittsford, Vermont, hereby adopt the following ordinance in order 
to regulate the keeping of dogs in the Town of Pittsford: 


Section 2. 

Definitions: 

a) “Running at Large”: A dog running at large shall mean a dog which is not on the 
property of its owner or keeper and is not (a) on a leash, or (b) on or within a vehicle, 
or (c) clearly under the verbal command of its owner or owner’s agent, or (d) engaged 
in hunting with its owner or keeper. 

(b) “Owner” or “Keeper”: Any person, persons or entity who owns, harbors, keeps 
or permits any dog to be kept in or about their buildings or premises. 

c) “Vicious Dog”: A dog which causes reasonable fear of bodily injury by attacking 
or threatening to attack any person, except a person who is in the act of trespassing 
upon the private property of the owner or keeper of the dog. 

d) “Pound” and “Poundkeeper”: The pound and the poundkeeper shall be that 
place and that person, respectively, designated from time to time by the Selectmen of 
the Town of Pittsford to keep dogs found by an enforcement officer to be violating any 
provision of this ordinance. 


Section 3. 
A person shall not allow a dog to run at large within the limits of the Town of Pitts- 


ford. 


Section 4. 
A person shall not permit a female dog in heat to be outside of a building or a 


secured enclosure. 


Section 5. 

A person shall not permit a dog to a) bark excessively, b) cause damage to personal 
property, c) scatter refuse, d) harass pedestrians, bicyclists or other passersby, e) 
obstruct traffic, or f) to otherwise become a public nuisance or to create a disturbance. 
Section 6. , 

Any temporary seasonal or permanent residents of the Town of Pittsford who con- 
sider a dog vicious, or a menace to travel on any Town highway or upon learning that 
a person has been bitten by a dog that is off the premises of its owner or keeper, may 
file a written complaint with the Selectmen. 

The complaint shall state a) the names and addresses of the complaining residents, 
b) the time, date and place where the attack occurred, c) the name and address of the 
victim or victims and d) any other facts that may assist the Selectmen in conducting 
their investigation of the incident under 20 VSA Sec. 3546. 


Section 7. 

The First Constable of the Town of Pittsford shall be the Chief Enforcement Officer 
of this ordinance. He may appoint, with the approval of the Selectmen, a dog warden 
and such assistant dog wardens as he deems necessary to enforce this ordinance. 
Section 8. 

Those persons mentioned in Sec. 6 above and all other enforcement officers may 
use all reasonable methods for catching and impounding dogs found to be in violation 
of this ordinance, including the use of tranquilizing and marking apparatus. 

Section 9. 

Any person appointed hereunder or any law enforcement officer may impound a 

dog found in violation of this ordinance at the municipal pound. 
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TOWN OF PITTSFORD 
DOG ORDINANCE (Cont.) 


Section 10. 

The procedure for securing the release of a dog from the pound shall be as follows: 
a) Upon delivery to the pound the impounding officer shall notify the dog owner, 
if the dog is licensed and has identifying tags. Notice shall be sufficient if given to its 
owner by certified mail. The dog shall be held for five (5) working days unless claim- 
ed earlier. 

b) If the dog is unlicensed, the impounding officer shall notify the owner or 
keeper, if known, and shall post a notice containing a description of the dog ona 
bulletin board in the Town Clerk’s office for five (5) working days. 
c) If the owner does not claim the dog within five (5) working days the dog shall 
be given to whomever pays the poundkeeper’s fees and the cost of any necessary 
shots and license fees. 
d) If no person claims the dog, the dog may be humanely destroyed, and the 
Town shall pay all necessary fees. 
e) No dog shall be released from the pound until it is properly licensed and the 
pound and other charges paid and proof of the administration of rabies shots has 
been given. 

Section 11. 

A person claiming the dog from the pound shall pay to the poundkeeper a 
reasonable fee for the dog’s board. All fees for licensing and rabies shots and all other 
necessary charges and expenses incurred by the poundkeeper; in addition, the owner 
or keeper shall pay to the impounding officer the sum of $20.00 to compensate for the 
reasonable expenses in enforcing this ordinance. 

Section 12. 

a) A person who violates this ordinance shall be fined not more than $100.00 in ad- 
dition to the expenses of impounding, if any. 

b) Prosecution of any violation of this ordinance shall be undertaken by the Town 
Grand Juror or State’s Attorney.

The above Ordinance becomes effective sixty (60) days after its adoption. An or- 
dinance can be challenged by a petition signed by not less than 5 percent of the 
qualified voters of the municipality and presented to the Selectmen or Town Clerk 
within forty-four days following the date of adoption of the Ordinance. The legislative 
body shall call a special meeting within sixty days from the date of receipt of the petition 
at which time the voters may vote to approve and disprove the Ordinance. If there are 
any questions concerning the Ordinance you may call any one of the above Selectmen 
or the Town Clerk’s Office. 

(Reference: Title 24, Sections 1972 and 1973 Vermont Statutes Annotated) 
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FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


1981 was the second busiest year in the history of the fire department. We answered 
a total of 102 calls. The types of calls answered were as follows: 


Emergency an Structural fires 5 
Chimney fires 19 Electrical fires 5 
Mutual Aid 13 Grass fires 4 
Auto accidents 10 Flooded oil burners 2 
False alarms 8 Brush fires Z 
Auto fires 6 Forest fire 1 


In our operating budget for 1982 we are requesting less than five percent increase, 
mainly due to the increased cost of fixed items, i.e. fuel, insurance, and utilities. 


In the Warning this year we are requesting $5,000.00, which will enable us to meet 
new Federal and State regulations this current year, such as: 

1. Replace two air packs which were purchased in the late 1940’s which cannot be 
converted to meet the new regulations. (Cost: $1,770.00) 

2. Convert five air pack units at a cost of $1,000.00. 

3. Replace several sets of turnout gear, which is no longer safe, with the new 
Federal and State required equipment at a cost of $2,100.00. All equipment of this 
type now purchased must meet the new standards, which increased the cost to about 
$300.00 per man. 


We have no choice but to meet these new regulations and must, by July 1, 1982, 
have all our airpacks up to standards. We urge each of you to vote for this Article in the 
Warning. It is for the safety of our firemen that we meet these requirements. 


During 1981 we were no longer able to meet the requirements of the Department of 
Health, and were forced to withdraw our rescue squad from service in Pittsford. 
However, thanks to a dedicated group of people headed by Robert Bailey, a First 
Response Group has been started. This group was required to take a lot of training, 
and all have been putting in many hours. We have been helping where possible, with 
radio communications, dispatching their calls, and handling the phone on our fire net- 
work. At the present time we have had very few problems with the change over, and 
we plan to continue our help to this group in the future. 


During the year Nickwackett Hose Company started a project of updating our alert 
system by purchasing 35 new pocket pagers for the firemen. They have helped to in- 
crease the number of men responding, as each man has it with him all the time. In ad- 
dition, it enables the firemen to obtain information about the alarm while he is en route 
to the scene. The majority of the money for this project has come from the fund raising 
projects of the Hose Company, and other donations. A very small amount of the 
money came from our operating budget. 


We would like to thank everyone for their help, support, and cooperation during the 
past year.

FUEL COORDINATOR — TOWN OF PITTSFORD 


For several years now, I have served as Fuel Coordinator of the Town of Pittsford. 

This position, existing under the authority of the State’s Department of Public Safety 
(Civil Defense Division), was created initially in response to the “fuel crisis.” In this 
capacity, my responsibility is to act on behalf of persons with emergency fuel needs, 
| who, because of financial difficulties, are unable to meet them. 

While my services in this field have not, for the most part, been called upon with 
much frequency, the cases which do come to my attention always represent a crisis for 
the person or family involved. In a few instances, | have assisted the person to obtain 
fuel through other agencies: e.g. Social Welfare or the Rutland Opportunity Council. 
In those instances where people were unable to meet the income guidelines set by 
these agencies, I have acted as a “last resort” source of help for those needing it. Under 
no circumstances have I ever allowed a family in need to go without fuel assistance; 
there has always been money available somewhere. In the last couple of years, the 
Bowen Walker Fund has been a help in this respect. Were 
I report, regretfully, at this time, that my move to a new position in Massachusetts 
“necessitates my resignation from this office as of November 16, 1981. It has been a 
privilege to serve. Hopefully, by the time you read this Report, these duties will have 
been safely transferred to other hands.

This has been a Banner Year for us! Four regular membership meetings were held. 
The January 11th pot luck supper meeting was held at the Congregational Church. 
Over 60 persons attended and enjoyed the slide talk on local railroads by Tom 
McDevitt and Frank Bauer. 


During the winter months a committee, appointed by the Directors, met with the 
Church Council of St. Alphonsus to determine whether it was feasible for our Society 
to purchase Eaton Hall for a meeting hall and museum. The Directors and Officers 
held numerous meetings. Finally, the St. Alphonsus Church Council gave us the op- 
tion until June 1st to decide whether to purchase. Thomas Conway organized the 
Fund Raising Drive and successfully, with his active Committee, raised $6500 for the 
down payment. On April 26th there was a general membership meeting held at St. 
Alphonsus Hall for the purpose of voting whether to purchase Eaton Hall. The vote 
was 88-2 in favor of purchase. The closing was held May 22nd and the Roman 
Catholic Diocese of Burlington is holding the mortgage for 10 years at 812%. A 
Museum Committee, under the Chairmanship of Gordon Searles, was established and 
Fred Harvie was named Chairman of the Building Committee. At that April meeting, 
Jane Belcher and Barbara Mericle, who had attended the Vermont Historical Society 
Workshop for Local Societies on April 25th, announced that our Society had won an 
Award of Merit for our publication, “Pittsford, Now & Then”. 


With volunteer help from members, Fred Harvie’s committee has completed 
renovation of the main meeting room in Eaton Hall. Our Annual Meeting on August 
2nd was held there. New Officers affd Directors were elected: President, Lois Blit- 
tersdorf: Vice President, Thomas Conway; Rec. Secretary, Rita Searles; Corr. 
Secretary, Rachel Mills; Treasurer, Jean Harvie. Directors are Janet Giddings, Norma 
Hathaway, and Larry Smith. Standing Committees: Museum Curator, Jane Belcher; 
Publicity, Ruth Wimett; Membership, “Toni” Frett; and Hospitality, Norma Hathaway. 


On September 15 a membership meeting was held at Eaton Hall and the new, 
amended By-Laws were voted and adopted, to take effect on Jan. 1, 1982. Elinor 


Pike did a tremendous job in the revision of the original (1961) By-laws. Mary Ellen 


Martin presented a talk and slide show, “Victorian High Style, Rural Style” which was 
funded by a grant from the Vermont Council of the Humanities. 


Two Exhibits, organized by Jane Belcher and Barbara Mericle, were held in Eaton 
Hall. On July 4th — “Articles Made in Pittsford” and on October 12th, “Items from the 
Lands of our Ancestors.” On October 13th, the students from Lothrop School visited 
the Exhibit. All three days were highly successful. 


A generous contribution to our Building Fund has been given by Jerome and Helen

This could be the start of a Trust Fund for the maintenance of Eaton Hall. Any dona- 
tion to our Society, which is a non-profit corporation, is tax-deductible.

We are the sponsor for the Pittsford Boy Scout Troop with Larry Smith as the liaison 
to the Green Mountain Scout Council. Pittsford Troop 110 has had a continuous 
charter for 43 years. After a year of little activity, the Boy Scouts were reactivated last 
spring. Starting with a nucleus of five boys, the troop now numbers fifteen. Boys bet- 
ween the ages of eleven and eighteen are eligible for membership. Ron Rowland is the 
present Scoutmaster. The Boy Scouts helped us move our museum materials from the 
basement of the Library to Eaton Hall last fall.

1981 ANNUAL REPORT 


In the 1981 calendar year, 2,827 dogs and cats were handled at the shelter, plus a 
variety of wild and domestic animals and birds. This is a very significant increase over 
last year, ending a 4 year downward trend. While the numbers of puppies dropped 
dramatically, and kittens slightly, the numbers of adult dogs and cats rose horrendous- 
ly. The economy seems to be the major factor, people not being able to care for pets 
with the rising costs of everything else, including pet care costs. 


From Pittsford the numbers of animals we handled also made a sharp rise. We 
handled a total of 265 dogs and cats from the Town, 154 being surrendered by their 
owners, 99 being strays brought in by Town residents, 7 being picked up by our agent, 
and 5 brought in by the Town’s constables. As usual, a few skunks had to be removed 
from backyards, or under homes and released well away from populated areas. Our 
humane agent investigated a few complaints of neglect or cruelty in Town. 


Our operating expenses for the year were over $43,000. We received $200 from 
Pittsford; the balance coming from fund raisers, memberships, individual donation, 
and the City of Rutland and other Towns who contract for our impounding services. 


The shelter is open to the public Monday-Friday 10-5, Saturday 9-1 and Sunday 
1-5. Emergency service is provided 24 hours a day. Groups and individuals are invited 
to visit the shelter during operating hours. 


We are always grateful to the Constables, town officials and citizens of Pittsford for 
their support and cooperation.

1981 by the Maclure Library. 


As Librarian, | believe it worthwhile to point out that the figures reflect the growing 
usefulness of the library to the people of Pittsford and its area — but that statistics alone 
cannot tell the full story of the Library’s services to the community. It is people, and not 
mere numbers, who have used and gained pleasure or profit from the Library’s 
facilities. 


The circulation for the year was 11,518. This is an increase of 2,825 over last year. 
This figure includes books, periodicals, pamphlets, phonograph records, games and 
puzzles. These figures show that the library is being used more than ever. We had 87 
new patrons take out Library cards during the year.

TO THE VOTERS OF THE TOWN OF PITTSFORD 


We the undersigned Listers of the Town of Pittsford again wish to take this oppor- 
tunity to thank all the property owners for their co-operation with the Listers in the pur- 
suit of their duties and to report the progress of the property reassessment program 
authorized by the townspeople in last year’s town meeting. 


Since the authority was given last year for the re-evaluation and assessment, 77% of 
the properties in the town have been examined. 23% remain to be done. Much of the 
clerical work such as processing and recording field data and typing property cards re- 
mains to be done. 


$14,800 was budgeted and approved last year for this purpose. $8,776 has been 
spent to date. This works out to be approximately $10.50 spent per property. The 
budget was based upon an estimate of $10.00 for the examination of each property, so 
costs have been within 5% of what was estimated. 


We recommend approval this year of a budget of $10,775.00 in addition to the 
regular Listers budget of $3,000.00. $5,000.00 of this budget, together with 
$5,024.00 left over from the 1981 budget will be required for clerical expenses. The 
funding of this budget should complete this project and eliminate the discrepancies and 
inequalities that exist in the present grand list.

PITTSFORD FIRST RESPONSE 


We would like to take this opportunity to explain to Pittsford citizens our reason for 
starting a First Response Unit in our town. 


When Bill S61 was passed by the Vermont legislature in 1981 it required that all 
members of responding emergency medical units have a minimum of Advanced First 
Aid and C.P.R. training in order to be covered by their liability insurance clause. 


Therefore, on August 21, 1981, an organizational meeting was called by Robert 
Bailey. There were twenty-one prospective members in attendance and plans were 
made for immediate training to meet required qualifications. 


On September 26, 1981, with training completed and the necessary backing, we 
were able to officially start responding. We had 100% backing by the Pittsford 
Volunteer Fire Department, who furnished our phone and communication system. 
Pittsford Lions’ Club donated needed portable equipment, Keith’s Salvage Yard pro- 
vided parts needed for our van which was donated by Frank Coursey III. Additional 
funds donated by private citizens enabled us to provide emergency care to the Towns 
of Pittsford/Florence and North Chittenden. Through the kindness of Madeline Lun- 
drigan we were able to house our vehicle in the center of town in her garage. 


As of January 5, 1982 we have responded to twenty-four emergency calls with an 
average of four minutes to the scene. The funds for our financial responsibilities, i.e. 
insurance, upkeep and operation of the van, must come from the people we are 
dedicated to serve. With their assistance it will be possible to reach our goals of pro- 
viding the best possible service in their time of need. 


We ask for urgently needed financial support to sustain our services. Our help is but 
a phone call away, and our number, 483-2823, should be kept readily available. 
The Town has included our insurance in its new budget.

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JOINT TOWN AND VILLAGE 
PLANNING COMMISSION REPORT 1981 


The Joint Planning Commission has been meeting twice a month since Fall, on the 
first and third Wednesdays. We have had three resignations due to other time com- 
mitments. Our new Commission Members are: Marinus Van Kleef, Tom Bushey & 
John Mitchell. 


The Commission sent letters to our Congressment in June concerning Pittsford’s 
Federal Flood Plain maps which required some homeowners to take out insurance in 
places that hadn’t even flooded in 1927. Andrew Ball of the Federal Energy Manage- 
ment Agency was quickly in touch with us, and personally came to Pittsford in Sept. 
with Karl L. Jurentkuff of the State Water Resources Agency. They agreed to revise 
their flood plain maps, although such has yet to be received (Jan. 1982). 


Priorities to be considered in the coming year are as follows: Zoning revisions, Pitts- 
ford Town/Village Merger, Solid Waste disposal and recycling, East Pittsford /Pitts- 
ford/Chittenden relationships. 


The Commission voted to go on record as opposing Pittsford Town as the site of a 
Juvenile Prison, and to send letters of such to the local Representatives and Senators 
plus other interested people. ; 


John Mitchell, Acting Zoning Administrator, reported that most recent building per- 
mits were for additions to buildings. There have been three permits for solar units this 
past year: 


Included in the discussions about Zoning revisions will be solar units, turbines, land- 
ing strips, and multi-family dwellings. The Commission welcomes input from interested 
citizens.

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RUTLAND REGIONAL COMMISSION REPORT 1981 


The Rutland Regional Commission is a public planning and development agency 
whose governing body is comprised of representatives from communities in Rutland 
County. The RRC is a good investment of local government funds! For every dollar of 
local contribution, the Commission has generated in excess of $10 more for programs 
which serve all of us. In addition, we are involved in a variety of programs producing 
loans and grants in the County which multiply that amount several-fold. The emphasis 
of the Commission is on assistance to member communities and, when appropriate, 
seeking regional solutions to common problems. 


In the current year our program breaks into five basic categories: 


TRANSPORTATION — implementing a transit center program for Vermont Transit 
Lines, the Bus and other surface transportation; management and technical assistance 
to the Bus Co.; updating the 1975 Transportation Plan for the region including help 
for towns with highway problems; a work ride-sharing program; and seeking state 
legislative support for improved highways in Rutland County. 


ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT — research and planning; including an industrial 
sites survey program for many Rutland County communities; and a high technology 
industry locational study. 


SOLID WASTE DISPOSAL — substantial work with the Rutland County Solid 
Waste District on a sanitary landfill, resource recovery plant development, and im- 
plementation of a recycling program. 


HISTORIC BUILDING PRESERVATION AND RENOVATION — assistance to 
communities on historic preservation programs, including work for the Fair Haven 
Village Green Historic District for building reconstruction, and the Rutland Downtown 
Development Corp. 


LOCAL ASSISTANCE AND SERVICES — to member communities for such items 
as town plans, flood plain zoning, management, capital improvement programming, 
maps and aerial photos, grant applications, and training sessions for local officials on 
various municipal subjects. The Commission was involved in initiating, administering 
and financially supporting the recently completed Rutland Region 20/20 project 
which involved the efforts of over 200 community leaders, looking to the year 2000 
and developing long-term specific recommendations for the region’s future. It sup-

1981 marked the first full year of operation of the Rutland County Solid Waste 
District, a government entity established solely to provide member municipalities with 
cost effective, environmentally sound solutions to their solid waste disposal problems. 

During the past year, significant progress has been made in developing a regional 
landfill, a waste-to-energy plant, and a district-wide recycling network. More has yet to 
be done, but for the most part, the necessary groundwork for implementing these pro- 
jects is now complete. The year ahead promises to focus on settling the final details of 
the projects, public discussion and debate and submittal to the voters for approvals. 

The Solid Waste District's search for a regional landfill site began last January. Since 
then, over fifty separate sites in ten different municipalities have been evaluated. By 
far, this work has consumed more time and attention than any of the District’s other ac- 
tivities. Today, after the long months of work and frustration, I am happy to report that 
a suitable property has been identified and that the negotiations for an option to pur- 
chase are near completion. 

Finding a suitable site however, is only the first step in getting a landfill developed. 
Still to be done are the detailed hydro-geologic investigations, the preliminary 
engineering design, and the permit applications. To carry out this work the District has 
retained one of the country’s most experienced firms in sanitary landfill design, 
Wehran Engineering. Once an option is signed, Wehran will begin the detailed site in- 
vestigation immediately. It is anticipated that a vote on the regional landfill will be held 
in either March or September, 1982. 

Progress on the waste-to-energy plant has been very encouraging this past year. 
Through the efforts of Franklin Associates and others, the transition from a plant that 
would generate steam to one that will generate electricity has been made successfully. 
In July, the Phase II Procurement Study was completed with the conclusion that a 
waste-to-energy plant is feasible in Rutland County. Copies of the report are available 
to anyone interested in the details of the waste-to-energy project. 

In developing the electric generation aspect of the plant, the District participated in 
the Vermont Public Service Board’s deliberations on rates to be paid to small power 
producers by utilities. We feel that our input was influential in the PSB’s ultimate deci- 
sion to establish the highest small power rates in the United States. The PSB’s decision 
in June set the stage for the District’s negotiations on an energy contract with C.V.P.S. 
These negotiations have been going along quite well and we are hopeful that a final 
contract agreement with the utility will be reached by the end of this year.

Rutland County Solid Waste District Report 


An extensive amount of time went into evaluating and selecting a site for the waste- 
to-energy plant. In June, three sites were identified as the most suitable; public hear- 
ings were held, and in August, the Board of Supervisors selected a vacant industrial 
property near the Rutland City Sewer Plant as the preferred site. Negotiations with the 
property owner are ongoing and agreement is expected soon. 

In the next year, work on the plant will focus on selection of a full service contractor 
to design, build, and operate the facility. A financing plan for the project will also be 
developed. The selection of an operator is expected in June and a district-wide vote on 
the waste-to-energy project will either be in September or November. 

This past year the Solid Waste District also initiated a program of encouraging and 
expanding recycling. Through the efforts of Connie Leach, District Recycling Coor- 
dinator, six municipal recycling programs have been started and several more are in 
the planning stages. The public’s response and interest in these programs has 
demonstrated to the officials of the District that recycling must be an integral part of the 
County’s overall solid waste management system. In 1982, our efforts to expand 
recycling will continue. 

To date, the District has been able to greatly minimize the upfront costs of develop- 
ing the regional landfill, waste-to-energy and recycling projects through the use of 
grants, particularly the U.S. E.P.A. Resource Recovery Grant. This grant, however, 
does not include the regional landfill project, nor permit any expenses relating to land 
purchase for the landfill or the waste-to-energy plant sites. Unfortunately there are no 
other funding sources for these items except through the District’s budget. The cost of 
obtaining land options and hiring a landfill engineer in the next year is estimated to be 
$63,000. For this reason, the Board of Supervisors has proposed 1982 to be substan- 
tially higher than last year. This increase is well justified in the fact that neither project 
can move ahead without. these expenditures. 

Despite cutbacks in Washington, the District will continue to receive its E.P.A. 
Resource Recovery Grant through the fall of 1982. This Grant provides 75 percent of 
the funds for the waste-to-energy and recycling projects. 

On behalf of the RCSWD Board of Supervisors, I would like to thank you for your 
past support and encourage your continued participation in our efforts to solve 
Rutland County’s Solid Waste disposal problems.

TOWN AGENT’S REPORT 


The following information presents the current status of litigation affecting the Town 
of Pittsford: 


1. The matter of Pittsford v. State of Vermont, Rutland Superior Court Docket No. 
S28-76Rm was settled by stipulation between the Town and the State and was dis- 
missed on February 1, 1981. The settlement resulted in an additional amount of State 
aid being given to the Town of Pittsford in excess of $51,000. 


2. The matter of OMYA, Inc., Docket No. S29-79Rm, was an Act 250 appeal 
brought by OMYA, Inc., in which a cross-appeal was filed by a Pittsford resident. The 
appeal and cross appeal have both been dismissed according to Court records. 


3. On July 29, 1981, the parties who appealed the issuance of a Land Use Permit to 
Roger and Erma Rowe for a gravel pit on Plains Road and Furnace Road in Pittsford 
agreed to dismiss the appeal. A related Rutland Superior Court action entitled 
Spaulding, et al v. Town of Pittsford, Docket No. S23-80Rm, was also dismissed by 
agreement of all parties on or about July 10, 1981. 


4. On July 27, 1981, Attorney John L. Williams, on behalf of the Vermont 
Wildland Foundation, filed a Notice of Appeal from a decision of the Board of Civil 
Authority of the Town of Pittsford with the Director, of the Division of Property Evalua- 
tion. The appeal questions the appraisal by the Town of certain woodland owned by 
the Trustees of the Vermont Wildland Foundation. By stipulation between the Town of 
Pittsford, the Division of Property Evaluation Review and the Appellant, this appeal 
will not be heard until after a decision is rendered by the Vermont Supreme Court in 
the matter of the Trustees of Vermont Wildland Foundation v. Town of Pittsford. If this 
appeal is successful, the appraised value of the Foundation’s land will be lowered. 


5. The Trustees of the Vermont Wildland Foundation v. Town of Pittsford, Ver- 
mont Supreme Court Docket No. 256-81; this matter is awaiting oral arguments 
before the Supreme Court now scheduled for February 23, 1982. The Supreme Court 
is expected to rule on whether or not certain restrictive language in the deeds to land 
owned by the Trustees of Vermont Wildland Foundation is applicable to a buyer at a 
tax sale conducted by the Town of Pittsford for failure to pay taxes. If the language 
does restrict the use of the land, it is felt that the land will be difficult to sell thereby mak- 
ing it difficult for the Town to collect the taxes owed on the land. .

The Town of Pittsford operates under the 1975 Revision of Zoning Regulations 
originally enacted in 1966. 

The Village of Pittsford operates under Zoning Regulations enacted in 1975. 

The Regulations of the Town and the Village are closely parallel. 

The Administrative Officer acts for both the Town and the Village. 

The Vermont Statutes define “LAND DEVELOPMENT” as follows: “Land 
Development means the division of a parcel into two or more parcels, the construc- 
tion, reconstruction or enlargement of any building or other structure, or of any min- 
ing, excavation or landfill, or the extensive of use of land.” 

ANY LAND DEVELOPMENT, with certain exceptions, REQUIRES A PERMIT 
FROM THE ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICER. 

THE PERMIT FORMS CONTAIN DETAILED INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING 
THE CONDITIONS GOVERNING THE PERMIT. FAILURE TO COMPLY WITH 
THE INSTRUCTIONS RENDERS THE PERMIT NULL AND VOID. THEREFORE 
EVERY APPLICANT SHOULD READ CAREFULLY ALL THE INSTRUCTIONS. 

The initial approval of the Administrative Officer merely indicates that the applica- 
tion complies with the requirements of the regulations and authorizes only the layout. 
Further development cannot legally be initiated until AFTER the layout inspection and 
approval of the Administrative Officer. Occupancy of a structure is illegal until after the 
compliance inspection and approval of the Administrative Officer. 

In any case coming within the scope of the definition of “LAND DEVELOPMENT” 
consult the Administrative Office. 

Copies of both Town and Village Regulations are on loan from the Town Clerk. A 
deposit is required. Copies are also on sale.

AUDITORS’ COMMENTS EXHIBIT 6 


Town School District 


The Town School District continues to operate on a modified accrual basis. A. M. 
Peisch continues to audit the school accounts. Satisfactory results continues to be ob- 
tained with bookkeeping being done by hand. Some payroll accounting is done by the 
bank on its computer. 


The auditors have placed Otter Valley figures in their Exhibit of School funds. While 
these are pass through accounts, we feel that the Town school board should include 
them in theirs. The Town school board is responsible for raising by taxation the Otter 
Valley assessment. 


There are a number of programs operated by the Supervisory Union which are 
funded by State or Federal money. History has shown that funding for these programs 
is occasionally cancelled and taxpayers are requested to pick up the “tab”. With 
decreases in federal programs and possible changes in state funding, we feel such pro- 
grams should be carefully examined in case the local taxpayers are asked to assume 
the expense. 


The deficit of $6,533 shown in Exhibit B of the Peisch audit is technically correct. 
However, this includes a demand note for $15,253. The bank has agreed in writing 
that this may be carried over a period of years, though the school board intends to 
finish paying this note in the budget to be adopted. We feel that the school board has 
paid off its deficits of the previous years and has actually operated with $8,720 more 
cash than anticipated. 


The Management letter (available at the Town Clerk’s Office) submitted by the pro- 
fessional auditors still suggests the need of a plant fund. The Supervisory Union has 
changed insurance policies to reflect actual replacement costs, at little more expense 
than before. The information collected for this insurance will be used for the establish- 
ment of a plant fund as suggested. The Management letter also has several suggestions 
for the accounting in the hot lunch program. Many of these are being adopted. 


The town auditors feel that recent actions of the school board in cooperation with 
the business manager of the Supervisory Union have met and resolved many of the 
problems which have caused us concern in recent years.

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SCHOOL DIRECTORS REPORT 


This past year has been rewarding for those involved with the operation of Lothrop 
School. Physically the plant is in excellent condition. The faculty has gained several 
new faces which have added new dimensions and excitement to the programs at 
school. Financially the administration has operated within the budget while still pro- 
viding the education and ancillary services that have come to be expected. 


A number of actions have been taken to reduce items in the budget that have been 
expanding at an uncontrollable rate over the past few years. The Board has deter- 
mined that the children of East Pittsford can be educated at Lothrop. The transfer will 
take place over several years so as not to adversely affect children who have spent at 
least their first four years at Barstow. In the first year of this transition, which starts in 
September 1982, the Town will reduce its Barstow assessment by at least 50% or 
about $15,000. 


The School Board signed a Contract to convert one of its two boilers to burn coal. 
The effect of this change has been to limit the fuel budget to $30,000, which is where it 
was last year. In other words, the installation of the new equipment, plus the cost of 
coal and oil will not exceed $30,000. The school will use oil heat in the fall and spring 
when constant heat is not required. The coal unit is still not fully operational but when 
it has been, there has been no noticeable emission from the power plant. 


Consolidation of bus routes and cooperative routing and scheduling with Otter 
Valley buses have enabled the Administration to maintain the same gasoline expense 
budgeted last year. We are contemplating installation of a bulk tank in conjunction with 
the Town Highway Department; this will result in lower gasoline costs. 


Buses continue to be a major expense. It appears that the vehicle maintenance 
budget will be exceeded this year. The proposed budget reflects a 38% increase over 
the present year for vehicle maintenance. 


This past fall the main school building acquired its last installment of storm windows. 
In the past three years both the Town Hall and the main school building have received 
additional insulation while the school building has been totally protected with storm 
windows. Additionally new heat controls have been installed to ensure lower building 
temperatures when classes are not in session. 


At the “request” of the State Department of Labor and Industry, the School Board is 
completing installation of a sprinkler system, in both the main building as well as the 
Town Hall. While some of the expenditure for the fire protection will hopefully be 
reimbursed by the State, the total cost is initially being absorbed from accrued interest 
from the Burditt Fund. 


The buildings and grounds at Caverly saw increased use over the past year. A group 
of interested citizens organized a successful summer camp program which utilized 
several buildings and all of the real estate at Caverly. This program will continue. The 
Fire Department conducted a popular “haunted house” at Caverly in October. Both 
groups aided tremendously in the refurbishing of the buildings. Regretfully several 


youths took great pleasure in vandalizing the buildings at Caverly this fall at a cost of 
$12,000.

Of continuing concern is the role of government in education. The Bureaucrats 
legislate what programs local schools will provide. Partial funding for these special pro- 
grams is usually provided. Now, with Federal budget cuts, local Boards are being told 
to continue special programs but at local expense. Special education transportation 
this year must now be funded locally. Pittsford taxpayers will pay over $12,000. for the 
transportation of 13-15 children. This is but one example of Federal programs local 
taxpayers must support with no questions asked. This trend is not likely to be reversed. 


The School Board is concerned about the inadequacy of space for special classes 
(art, music, and learning resources), offices and library. A group of interested citizens is 
being formed to evaluate the space needs of the school. Opposition participants are 
welcome and encouraged to join the study group. 


There has been a noticeable increase in extra curricular activities at school. Over for- 
ty children engaged in a soccer program last fall while over eighty children are learning 
the enjoyment of cross country skiing this winter. These programs are offered at no 
cost to the taxpayer. What is so encouraging is the high rate of Participation these pro- 
grams are attracting — not only the children but teachers and parents as well. 


Several years ago the Town contested the Fair Market Value determination set by 
the State. The legal battle benefited Pittsford and the School received $51,237.00 
from State Aid that it should have received during the years of litigation. The School 
Board has invested this money in a high interest bearing fund. The money can be used 
to offset taxes in the coming year but the School Board recommends that the money 
be left in this account and that the interest earned be used to offset the purchase of new 
school buses in the future. The matter will be discussed at greater length at Town 
Meeting. 


The budget presented for the coming school year reflects a 4.84% increase over the 
present budget. As labor costs represent a very large portion of this budget, the Board 
cannot be sure of its figures since labor negotiations with the teachers are just now 
beginning. 


It appears that State Aid is going to be more generous to Pittsford than it was for the 
present year. In the present year, Pittsford received less State Aid than was projected. 
Budgeting for State Aid is hazardous at best. As the State Aid figure is approximately 
on target, the amount of money to be raised by taxes is $512,353 or a .68% increase 
over the present year. 


The School Board is pleased with the progress it has made in making the school 
more energy efficient. More important the Board feels fortunate that the School has 
been able to attract a group of bright and dedicated teachers and administrators. 
Behind the changes and improvements that the Lothrop School has made is the Pitts- 
ford taxpayer without whose support a sound educational Iprogram would not be 
possible. 


The Board is very much aware of the fiscal constraints in the community and is 
endeavoring to provide the best education possible at the lowest possible cost. Over 
the past few years the Board has taken steps to alleviate obvious drains on the budget 
(energy conservation and Barstow). Future savings however, are going to be more dif-

ficult to realize and they are going to require some sacrifices. The Board is always open 
to suggestions on ways to improve the programs or to cut costs. While the Board may 
not take immediate action on suggestions, it will give serious considerations to recom- 
mendations that interested parties might make. Many of the actions taken by the Board 
are the result of community input. The Board only hopes that the community will con- 
tinue to place the educational programs above other considerations with the school 
budget.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I am pleased to report that the Pittsford School District is functioning very efficiently 
under the administration of Principal Daniel McCarthy. A fine program, funded from 
federal funds, for the education of gifted and talented students is well under way, and 
many teachers are utilizing Mr. McCarthy’s learning stations concept in their 
classrooms, thus enriching the Pittsford regular program. 


Further details about Pittsford’s programs and business affairs are contained in the 
Principal’s Report and the School Board Chairman’s Report. 


SERVICES PROVIDED TO THE PITTSFORD SCHOOL DISTRICT 
Through Its Membership as a Part of 
RUTLAND NORTHEAST SUPERVISORY UNION 


In accordance with the motion enacted at the 1978 Pittsford School District Annual 
meeting, I herewith submit, in as comprehensive but brief form as possible, my report 
on the services provided to Pittsford by the Rutland Northeast Supervisory Union. 


Pittsford’s assessment to maintain the services shared with the other Districts in the 
Supervisory Union is based on a percentage obtained through the ratio of the number 
of Pittsford teachers to the total number of teachers in the Union. Pittsford’s share for 
the 1981-’82 school year is 12.53%. The Supervisory Union attempts to provide a 
percentage of service equal to that. 


Administrative (in the broad sense of the term) services are provided through the 
Superintendent of Schools, the Superintendent’s Secretary, the Business Manager, 
two Bookkeepers, one Payroll Clerk, the Business Manager’s Secretary, and support- 
ing materials, supplies, and equipment. The briefest method for enumerating services, 
without detailing day-to-day implementation, is to present the official job descriptions 
for the Superintendent and Business Manager. 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 

1) Serve as chief educational advisor to the several Boards of School Directors in the 
iE. U, 

2) Serve as chief executive officer for the several Boards of School Directors in the 
Bebo, 

3) Provide supervision for the employees of the several school districts within the 
supervisory union. 

4) Administer the affairs of several school districts within the supervisory union. 

5) Develop plans to meet the educational needs of the school districts for considera- 
tion of school directors. 

6) Maintain an active in-service training and evaluation program for the employees of 
the school district. 

7) Meet with community and civic groups as a spokesman for the several school 
systems. 

8) Maintain good working relationships with the Commissioner of Education. 

9) Keep abreast of current educational developments through attendance at ap- 
propriate meetings, workshops, and through reading of publications. 

10) Maintain adequate financial systems for control and accounting. 

11) Work to maintain a favorable educational climate in each of the communities. 

12) Develop secondary policy designed to implement the policies of the several 
school boards within the supervisory union. 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS (Cont.) 


BUSINESS MANAGER 

DEFINITION: To administer the business affairs of the Rutland Northeast Super- 
visory Union in such a way as to provide the best possible educational services with the 
financial resources available. 

Areas of Responsibility. 

1) Accounting and Reporting 

Establish and monitor accounting procedures. Provide reports to guide the Administra- 
tion and the School Boards. 

2) Budget 

Establish procedures for, and coordinate assembly of, budget proposals and monitor 
their progress through the Superintendent, the School Boards, and public presentation 
and approval. Upon adoption, provide accurate copies of the budgets and establish 
procedures to continually monitor the plan through budget control and reporting. 

3) Cash flow management 

Analyze school district cash flow and inform School Boards of long and short term 
needs. 

4) Purchasing 

Establish and monitor purchasing procedures and bids, and coordinate major projects 
(generally over $1000 in value). 

5) Insurance 

Evaluate and recommend to the School Boards insurance coverage of all persons, real 
estate, and personal property. 

6) Personnel 

Manage the central office staff including recruitment, training and evaluation. Recom- — 
mend changes in office procedures and staffing requirements. 

7) State and Federal reports 

Insure completion and timely submission of all reports required by State and Federal 
governmental units that are financial in nature. 

8) Inventory 

Insure that an inventory of capital investments and current supplies be maintained. 
9) The areas of responsibility are not limited to the above list but shall include those of 
a financial nature which are delegated by the Superintendent. 

Supervision. The Business Manager is directly responsible to the Superintendent of 
Schools and through him to the several Boards of School Directors. 


Pittsford receives other services made possible through funding from Local, State, 
and Federal sources. These services are described below. 


Rutland Northeast Supervisory Union also provides: 

One Learning Resource Teacher, Mrs. Judy Hawley, who works with 30 of our 
children for 30 minutes a day, 3 days a week. Children enrolled in this program 
receive supplemental help in the area of mathematics and reading skills. 

A portion of the services of a 60% position of Coordinator of Federal Programs 


(salary paid through federal funds). This individual, Miss Beverly Jones, coordinates 
and supervises federally funded programs in the district. 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS (Cont.) 


One Speech-Language Pathologist, Ms. Kathleen Monroe, M.A., works with 10-15 
children for one day a week. Parent cooperation and involvement is excellent and has 
expedited the process of improving children’s speech problems. (Children move in and 
out of the program as needs change.) 


One Learning Specialist, Mrs. Karen Scida, serving children with Individual Educa- 
tion Programs, and also served as a resource person to classroom teachers regarding 
special needs students. 


The Early Childhood Program, a home-based program for pre-school children, 
serves those children who can benefit from structured learning activities. These 
children are selected on the basis of an annual screening or by referrals from pediatri- 
cians, social workers, or concerned parents. The goal of the program is to provide 
every child with an equal opportunity for success upon entering school. 


All of the above specialists are under the supervision of Miss Linda Carlson, Director 
of Social Services. Her major function is to coordinate the available services, and she is 


| primarily responsible for assembling the involved specialists, teacher and parents to 
_ develop Individual Education Programs for children with special needs. Miss Carlson, 
_ and Rutland Northeast Supervisory Union, also administer the Rutland Northeast Area 


Program for children with retarded mental development. However, Pittsford’s pay- 
ment for its share of this program is a part of Pittsford’s budget (separate from the 


_ Rutland Northeast assessment) in the “Outgoing Transfer Account” category at the 


end of the budget. Pittsford is billed: number of special education students times Pitts- 
ford’s average annual per pupil cost. Our goal of having all the special education 


classes out of the basement of the Lothrop School is closer to being achieved each 


year. At this point one class has moved to the Barstow School and one to the Whiting 
School. The remaining class in the basement will be relocated to the new Brandon 
Elementary School when it is completed. 


Pittsford is indeed fortunate to have a fine faculty and a talented, dedicated ad- 
ministrator in Principal Daniel C. McCarthy. I am most pleased to be associated with 
the Pittsford School District.

PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


“A new broom sweeps clean” was one parent’s response soon after my arrival as the 
new principal of Lothrop. Changes at the elementary school here at Pittsford have 
been many, but have been made only after long consideration had been given to the 
effect each change would have on the total program. With great admiration for the 
highly professional staff who make the education of your children both fun and effec- 
tive, I would like to list and describe briefly new programs at Lothrop that have already 
begun or will soon begin. In addition, | will indicate the directions | believe our school 
will be taking within the next few years. 


1. Learning Stations — These short, high interest manipulative basic skills learning 
packages have stormed Lothrop Elementary. Many of our teachers are developing 
these home made learning materials to supplement textbook and workbook pages. 
Children enjoy these creative approaches to learning the basic skills; | have seen 
youngsters work steadily for up to one-half hour trying to solve the tasks. Teachers 
spend hours of their own time designing and constructing these stations and should be 
complimented for their efforts. 


2. Our enrichment program Rainbow is designed to provide children with challeng- 
ing learning experiences that just never usually find their way into our curriculum. Us- 
ing Renzulli’s current research on gifted and talented education, we have developed a 
program that initially has all children participate. If some children continue to be in- 
terested in the unit, and show signs that they can pursue a subject creatively and in 
greater depth, they may progress to more concentrated work in that unit. Inventors 
and their work was the title of our first unit. Evaluation of the program will be based on 
the children’s own products (inventions) and suggestions at the end of the unit. We 
received a grant of $3000.00 from the Vermont Department of Education to supple- 
ment this program. Thanks to Melanie Clerihew, Rachel Goldenberg and Mary Saceric 
for spending much time and effort for all our children. 


3. One small computer will be purchased this year with funds from a state grant and 
a donation from the P.T.O. With news that a computer is coming to Lothrop, many 
teachers have already signed up for computer graduate level courses. The computer 
has already generated much excitement and many are already asking for some com- 
puter time. Hopefully, we will be able to provide most children with some computer 
experience. 


4. New improved menus including fresh fruit and vegetables, more home baked 
breads and rolls, and more favorite entrees (such as pizza) have been developed at 
Lothrop. Nutrition Committee members Betsy Morgan, Kathy Hession, Louise Wall 
and myself have spent many afternoons reviewing state requirements and the monthly 
menus. A select group of children and myself conducted a statistical survey in- 
vestigating children’s likes and dislikes. From all of this input we developed menus we 
are proud of — nutritious, colorful and tasty meals. A big thanks goes to our three 
master cooks — Ruth Young, Theresa Belden and Catherine Turner who have been 
very cooperative during the whole change process.

6. When in need, call the P.T.O. Certainly this group has risen like Phoenix from 
the ashes to make Lothrop a better place for children. Among some of the more 
outstanding contributions to Lothrop have been the library volunteers program, fund 
raising, and cultural programs. Thanks to all the hard working mothers (and fathers) 
who really gave so selflessly of themselves during the year. 


7. May Festival ’81 — Not even a rain shower or clouds threatening overhead could 
dampen the enthusiasm of the crowds for our first annual festival. We enjoyed clowns, 
mimes, singers and dancers, face painting, water balloon tosses, and much, much 
more at reasonable prices. Once again, thanks to Melanie Clerihew and the P.T.O. for 
staging this magical afternoon. 


8. Back To School Night has enjoyed a very successful turnout of parents each year, 
even though the World Series always seems to be ending on the same night. This 
event is a fantastic opportunity for parents to preview the academic year for their 
children through the eyes of the classroom teacher. The night’s success depends on 
parent turnout, so plan on coming each year. 


A school is only as strong as its faculty. And we at Lothrop are fortunate to have an 
experienced, effective and friendly group of teachers. These teachers make the above 
programs work, and the school excell. 


The following programs are “in the works” and will be the subject of our interests in 
the years ahead. The projects are: Report Card Review Committee, a Basic Skills Con- 
tinuum, Library Improvements, Science Curriculum On-Going Improvements, Spell- 
ing Program Review, Math Curriculum Improvement Study, and Health Education 
K-6. 


I think that stronger than any individual program, or any individual person, is the in- 
credible flexibility of the school board in allowing the school and its principal to make 
changes. This trust and support has enormous benefits to the children. The teachers 
and principal feel free to be responsive to changes as they need to be made. Iam sure | 
speak for all of us in expressing appreciation to the School Board of Directors for their 
support during the school year. We hope to continue to earn their support and respect.

NOTE 1 — SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

The accounting policies of Pittsford Town School District conform to generally ac- 
cepted accounting principles as applicable to governmental units. The following is a 
summary of the significant policies. 

Basis of Accounting — The modified accrual basis is followed in reporting the 
revenues and expenditures of the General Fund. The Hot Lunch Program and the 
Caverly Property Account follow the cash basis method of reporting revenues and ex- 
penditures. 

General Fixed Assets — General fixed assets are recorded as expenditures in the ac- 
quiring fund at the time of purchase. The Pittsford Town School District has not main- 
tained a record of general fixed asset acquisitions and retirements as required by 
generally accepted accounting principles.

NOTE 6 — FUND BALANCE 


The Statement of Revenues and Expenditures contains an actual and a budgeted 
column for revenues and expenditures. The function of the actual column is to show 
only the financial activities applicable to the fiscal year being reported on. The budget 
column, however, is the budget as approved by the voters of the school district. 


Included in the 1980-1981 budget is a budgeted fund balance of $10,297 shown on 
Exhibit C. It represents the fund balance to have existed at June 30, 1980, based on 
the analysis of the school district’s financial affairs by the budget committee at the time 
the budget was prepared. The actual fund balances at June 30, 1980 and June 30, 
1981, are shown in Exhibit B of these financial statements. 

The actual fund balance at June 30, 1980 for the Pittsford Town School District was 
$44,796 lower than the amount estimated at the time the budget was prepared.
